Many students, continued 
Bowman, are somewhat afraid of 
the ROT Cprogram because they 
feel that once enrolled, they are 
subject to military service. That 
is not the case, said Bowman. 

A student enrolled in the ROTC 
program is no more liable for mili- 
tary service than any other male 
student. Through the ROTC he 
has an opportunity to prepare for 
military service and, if called up- 
on after graduation, to serve as a 
commissioned officer in the armed 
forces if the need arises. 

The Northwestern ROTC pro- 
gram, established in 1950, is a 
four year course specializing in 
antiaircraft artillery. It is divided 
into two parts. The first part, cov- 
ering two years, is the basic course. 
The second part, also covering two 
years, is the advanced course. 

The student who succesfully pur- 
sues the program will receive col- 
lege credit towards a degree, 
training in leadership, and a de- 
ferment from the draft. The ad- 
vanced course student will receive 
$27 a month and must attend a 
six-weeks summer camp between 
his junior and senior year. Upon 
graduation, the student will be 
given a commission as second lieu- 
tenant either in the regular army 
or the army reserve. 

Col. Bowman pointed out that 
any freshman student who might 
still desire to enroll in the ROTC 
this semester may still do so be- 
fore Thursday of next week.

Here Next Week 

The State Department of Health 
mobile chest X-ray unit will be on 
campus Tuesday, Wednesday and 
Thursday, September 23, 24 and 
25. Students, staff and faculty are 
urged to avail themselves of this 
opportunity to have a chest x-ray 
made to be sure their lungs are 
healthy. 

There are no early symptoms of 
tuberculosis; signs when they are 
symptomatic of tuberculosis, such 
as unexplained loss of weight, a 
persistent cough and fatigue fol- 
lowing routine activity appear 
usually after the disease has been 
in progress for some time. A chest 
x-ray may show the presence of 
tuberculosis two and one-half years 
before symptoms appear.

Senate Minutes 

A regular meeting of. the Stu- 
dent Senate was held Tuesday, 
September 23, at 8 p. m. in the 
faculty room at Caldwell Hall. 
Thirteen senators were present and 
three were absent. 

Houston Davis, introduced Dr. 
John S. Kyser, senate advisor, to 
the group. 

Joe Saltzman read the minutes 
of the previous meeting. A motion 
by Gordon Young, seconded by 
John Batten, called for the ap- 
proval of the minutes. The motion 
carried and the minutes were ap- 
proved as read. 

Leland Langridge, president of 
the student body, clarified ques- 
tions which had earlier arisen con- 
cerning the student body budget 
for the year 1952-53. This was fol- 
lowed by a motion by John Batten 
and seconded by Jack Sharp, which 
called for the acceptance of the 
budget with the following amend- 
ment: that the sentence reading 
Surplus for general student body 
entertainment" be made "Surplus 
for student body activities." The 
motion was passed. 

Dr; Kyser then gave suggestions 
concerning the student film pro- 
gram, during which time he en- 
umerated two important facts to 
be considered — (1) type of film to 
be shown, and • (2) method of fi- 
nancing the project. However, Dr. 
Kyser pointed out that he saw no 
reason why the students could not 
have a good film program. 

After reading the charter for 
the film program, Davis announced 
that the film program fund at 
present amounted to $410.50. 

A motion by Bennie Ray, sec- 
onded by Rudy Berlin, called for 
the increase of the $250 surplus 
fund of the film program to $300. 
The motion carried. 

Bennie Ray moved that Davis be 
chosen to get President Prather's 
approval of the film program. The 
motion, which was seconded by 
John Batten, paassed. 

Marie Tilleux asked for the Sen- 
ate's full support and cooperation 
n her efforts to raise funds for" 
new Demonette uniforms. The idea 
if having a variety show for the 
cause, which was brought up by 
Leland Langridge, was amended 
by Dr. Kyser, who suggested that 
the variety show be a joint student- 
acuity show. The idea met the 
unanimous approval of the Senate. 

A motion by Marie Tilleux, sec- 
onded by Martha Ann Leach, called 
for the appointment of a commit- 
tee by the president of the Senate, 
whose function would be to work 
toward organizing the variety show. 
The motion was passed. On the 
committee are Rudy Berlin, Mar- 
tha Ann Leach, Jack Sharp, Gor- 
don Young, and Marie Tilleux, 
who serves as chairman.

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Campus Dormitories Are Named 
After Important Louisiana People 



Have any of you ever wondered 
why the college dormitories here 
are named as they are? They have 
not always had the present names, 
you know. 

Previous to 1944, the four wo- 
men's dormitories next to the din- 
ing hall were known as "A," "B," 
C", and "D" respectively. When 
the name of this institution chang- 
ed from Louisiana State Normal 
College to Northwestern State Col- 
lege, it was believed that renaming 
some feature of the school would 
make it easier for the student body 
and the public to make the transi- 
tion of names. Then, a committee 
of nine women students and nine 
faculty members were appointed 
by the Associated Women Students 
to rename the women's dormitor- 
ies. 

"A" dormitory, which was built 
in 1910, was renamed Carondelet 
Hall, after a Spanish governor of 
Louisiana. Incidentally, since the 
man was a Spaniard, his name 
should be pronounced as it is 
spelled, and not with the French 
pronunciation, "Carondelay."

Kate Chopin, a writer who was 
born near Derry, Louisiana, whose 
descendants still live in Natchi- 
toches, was honored by having the 
second oldest dormitory, "B", re- 
named after her. 

"C" dormitory, which was com- 
pleted in 1922, is named for Agnes 
Morris, who was a teacher here 
and also in other parts of the 
state. 

"D" dormitory is called Audu- 
bon Hall in honor of John James 
Audubon, the Louisiana naturalist 
] and painter of birds. 

Although not renamed when the 
other residence halls were, Var- 
nado Hall also honors a woman 
, who contributed much to North- 
j western State College, Miss Dean 
j Varnado. Miss Varnado was a long- 
time dean of women here. 

Caspari, the athletes' dormitory, 
is named after Captain Leopold 
Caspari, who, while a member of 
the legislature in 1884, was respon- 
sible for the beginning of the 
school which is now Northwest- 
ern State College.

States Stevens 

The full scale summer Marine 
Corps Officer training program for 
3,500 college men hit an all-time 
high in 1952, according to Marine 
Captain Thomas J. Stephens, of- 
ficer procurement officer, Room 
2316, Federal Office Building, 
Houston, Texas. These future of- 
ficers came from 500 different 
colleges and universities over the 
entire United States. Approximate- 
ly 1,000 college students in the 
Officer Candidate Course, the Pla- 
toon Leaders Class Program, and 
the Women Officer Training Class 
were commissioned during the fall 
of 1952. The new second lieuten- 
ants commissioned from the Ma- 
rine Corps Officer Candidate 
Course program received more 
than 450 hours of instruction, 
covering all phases of basic train- 
ing, over a ten week period. Such 
courses as military tactics, leader- 
ship, signal communications, and 
atomic warfare were included. Stu- 
dents received some theory, con- 
centrated on practice. They fired 
both individual and crew served 
weapons. They watched planes and 
tanks working with infantry and 
artillery units, and engineers build 
bridges and operate engineer equip- 
ment. The next OCC classes will 
be held in March 1953 and July

Admission Tests 

To Be Given 

For Law Students 

The Law School admission test 
required of applicants for admis- 
sion to a number of leading Ameri- 
can law schools, will be given at 
more than 100 centers throughout 
the United States on the mornings 
of Nov. 15, 1952, Feb. 21, April 25, 
and Aug. 8, 1953. During 1951-52 
over 6800 applicants took this test, 
and their scores were sent to over 
100 law schools. 

A candidate must make separate 
application for admission to each 
law school of his choice and should 
inquire of each whether it wishes 
him to take the Law School admis- 
sion test and when. Since many 
law schools select their freshmen 
classes in the spring preceding 
their entrance, candidates for ad- 
mission to next year's classes are 
advised ordinarily to take either 
the November of the February 
test, if possible. 

The Law School admission test, 
prepared and administered by Ed- 
ucational Testing Service, features 
objective questions measuring ver- 
bal aptitudes and reasoning ability 
rather than acquired information. 
It cannot be "crammed" for. 
Sample questions and informattion 
regarding registration for and ad- 
ministration of the test are given 
in a bulletin of information. 

Bulletins and applications for 
the test should be obtained four 
to six weeks in advance of the de- 
sired testing date from Law School 
admission test, Educational Test- 
ing Service, P. O. Box 592, Prince- 
ton, N. J. Completed applications 
must be received at least ten days 
before the desired testing date in 
order to allow ETS time to com- 
plete the necessary testing arrange- 
ments for each candidate.

1,402 Students Enroll This Fall; 
Exceeds Last Fall's Quota by 35 

Final registration figures show 

that 1.402 students have enrolled 
at Northwestern State College for 
the fall semester, an increase of 
35 over the fall semester of last 
year. According to Otis Crew, reg- 
istrar, the increase was shown in 
the sophomore and junior classes, 
with the freshmen and senior class- 
es showing decreases. Crew point- 
ed out that the increase is limited 
mainly to the men students, with 
the co-ed enrollment increasing 
onlv five ovnr last year. 

The report showed 506 freshmen 
this semester against 524 last fall, 
a dec'in^ of 18. The loss was among 
the freshmen women who decreas- 
ed bv 21 students. There are three 
more freshmen men at NSC than 
there were enrolled last fall. En- 
rollment in the sophomore class 
showed an added 40 over last fall. 
The men students increased by 
35 and the women by 5. 

The largest increase over the fall 
semester of 1951 was in the junior 
class which showed an addition of 
86. Junior class enrollment this 
semester was 285, compared with 
199 last fall. The women increase 
of 46 was six more than the in- 
crease in men. A decline of 70 
was found in the senior class, 43 
men and 27 women students. 
Special students who are not in 
any particular class, declined by 
three. 

Enrollment in thj .c'lool of ed- 
ucation was under last year's fig- 
ure, but the schools of arts and 
sciences and applied arts and 
sciences showed increases. 

Only 653 were listed in the school 
of education this semester as com- 
pared with 739 last fall. The report 
indicated an increase of 65 in the 
school of arts and sciences and of 
56 in the school of applied arts 
and sciences.

Hank Iba to Head 4th Annual Basketball Clinic 

Northwestern State College will 
have, as its honored guest, at the 
4th annual basketball clinic, Hank 
Iba, famous cage coach of the 
Oklahoma Aggies. The clinic will 
be held in the Demon gymnasium 
on October 29 and 30. 

While attending Westminster 
College in Fulton, Missouri, Hank 
Iba starred in all sports. After 
three and one-half years at this 
college he began coaching at Clas- 
sen High school in Oklahoma City. 
In the summer of 1928 Hank re- 
turned to school but this time at 
Northwest Missouri Teachers' Col- 
lege at Maryville. He received his 
degree after completing one term 
there. 

In 24 years of coaching, Iba's 
teams have won 485 games and 
lost 123. This includes his entire 
career of handling college ma- 
terial up unto this season. His 
years with the Oklahoma Aggies 
are indeed enviable ones. Iba has 
been there 17 years and his teams 
, have won 373 and lost 101. ' This 
record, one must remember, was 
compiled while playing against the 
best teams in the country. 

After coaching Classen High 
from 1927-29, he moved to Mary- 
ville Teachers' College for four 
years. He then coached one year 
at Colorado University. In 1934 he 
assumed the coaching position at 
Oklahoma A&M. Two years later 
Iba was promoted to the office of 
athletic director. 

During Iba's tenure, A&M has 
won or shared the Missouri Valley 
Conference championship 12 times 
in 17 years. In NCAA play, the 
Aggies have won the national title 
twice, finished second once, and 
fourth another time. Kentucky has 
been the only other team to exceed 
l this record. The Kentuckians copp- 
ed the championship three times. 

Although these records speak for 
themselves, they are not really 
Coach Hank Iba's crowning glory. 
Perhaps his greatest accomplish- 
ment is turning out quintets who 
constantly are heralded as defen- 
sive bulwarks. His Aggies hold the 
all-time record among colleges for 
defensive ball-hawking. 

Hank Iba is the fourth nationally 
know n basketball mentor to appear 
on the Northwestern campus since 
the beginning of the basketball 
clinic four years ago. Those who 
appeared before are Chiff Wells 
of Tulane, Adolph Rupp of Ken- 
tucky, and J. C. "Phog" Allen of 
the University of Kansas.

The Cowboys lost their 
opening game to highly regarded 
Louisiana Tech 6-0. The Lake

j fumbles and faulty blocking, which 
naturally lost them the game. 

McNeese boasts the leading 
ground gainer in the GSC confer- 
ence. He is Jules Derouen. Thus 
far he has carried the leather 37 
times and has swallowed up 252 
j yards. The Cowboys' air attack is 
not to be denied either. It is a 
potent weapon with Lester Lan- 
dry and Val Sweeney hurling the 
tosses and Dickie Breaux, Roy 
Price, or Marvin Kohler gathering 
in the pig-skin. 

There is not any doubt that the 
Demon's- are plagued by injuries, 
but if Coach Turpin's freshmen 
I fill-ins can get rolling, the fracas 
I may be a Purple and White vic- 
tory.

Selective Service Announces Dates 
For Third Series of Deferrment Tests 



Number of students taking the 
Selective Service College Qualifi- 
cation test will swell to approxi- 
mately half a million with comple- 
tion of the third series of tests to 
be given Dec. 4, 1952 and April 
23, 1953 at 1000 testing centers 
throughout the country. 

In announcing dates of the third 
series, Major General Lewis B. 
Hershey said that 413,395 students 
have already taken the test. He 
reported that the Educational 
Testing Service of Princeton, New 
Jersey again has been designated 
to prepare and administer the 
tests on the basis of submitted bids 
and to send each examinee's score 
to selective local boards. 

Students currently deferred on 
the basis of test scores or class 
standards number about 190,000. 

General Hershey emphasized that 
increasing manpower demands 
make it important that each draft- 
eligible student who has not taken 
the test do so as soon as possible. 

Students whose academic year 
will end in January 1953 have 
been urged to take the Dec. 4, 
1952 test so they will have a test 
score in their cover sheets before 
the end of their academic year, at 
which time their boards will re- 
open and reconsider their cases 
to determine whether they should 
be deferred as students. 

To be eligible to apply for the 
college deferment test a student 
must (1) intend to request defer- 
ment as a student; (2) be satisfac- 
torily pursuing a full-time course 
of instruction; and (3) must not 
previously have taken the Selective 
Service College Qualification test. 

Applicants for the test will mail 
application blanks for the Dec. 4, 
1952 and April 23, 1953 adminis- 
trations to Educational Testing 
Service in self-addressed envelopes, 
which will be given to registrants 
by local boards. All these cards 
have not yet been mailed to local 
boards and it was emphasized that 
they will not be available until 
after Oct. 6, 1952. 

Applications for the Dec. 4, 
1952 test must be postmarked not 
later than Nov. 1, 1952. Applica- 
tions postmarked after midnight of 
that date cannot be accepted for 
the December test.

Graduate Record 
Exams to Be Given 
At Four Sessions 

The Graduate Record Examina- 
tions, required of applicants for ad- 
mission to a number of graduate 
schools, will be administered at 
! examination centers throughout the 
j country four times in the coming 
'year, Educational Testing Service 
I has anounced. During 1951-52 near- 
ly 8,000 students took the GRE 
in partial fulfillment of admission 
I requirements of graduate schools 
i which prescribed it. 

This fall candidates may take the 
GRE on Friday and Saturday, Nov. 
7 and 8. In 1953, the dates are 
Jan. 30 and 31, April 17 and 18, 
July 10 and 11. ETS advises each 
applicant to inquire of the gradu- 
ate school of his choice which of 
the examinations he should take 
and on which dates. Applicants 
for graduate school fellowships 
should ordinarily take the desig- 
nated examinations in the fall ad- 
ministration. 

The GRE tests offered in these 
nationwide programs include a test 
of general scholastic ability, tests 
of general achievement in six broad 
fields of undergraduate study, and 
advanced level tests of achieve- 
ment in various subject matter 
fields. According to ETS, candi- 
dates are permitted several options 
among these tests. 

Application forms and a Bulle- 
tin of Information, which provides 
details of registration and adminis- 
tration as well as sample questions, 
may be obtained from college ad- 
visers or directly from Educational 
Testing Service, P. O. Box 592, 
Princetown, N. J., or P. O. Box 
9896, Los Feliz Station, Los Ange- 
les 27, Calif. A completed appli- 
cation must reach ETS office at 
least two weeks before the date 
of the administration for which 
the candidate is applying.

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Educational Work Is Main Function 
Of Association of University Women 



The American Association of 
University Women dates back to 
1899. There has been a branch in 
Natchitoches since 1915. Members 
of the elementary school, high 
school, and college faculties, as 
well as others in town belong. Miss 
Bertha Haupt, recently retired 
teacher in the elementary school 
was a charter member of the 
branch here. 

The purpose of the association is 
the uniting of the alumnae of dif- 
ferent institutions for practical ed- 
ucational work, for the collection 
and publication of statistical and 
other information concerning ed- 
ucation, and in general for the 
maintenance of high standards of 
education. 

Membership in the organization 
comes after a woman has received 
an approved degree from an ap- 
proved institution. The degree 
must represent a satisfactory dis- 
tribution of courses. 

The arts, philosophy, science, and 
literature were at first the only 
fields in which a degree would per- 
mit a woman to join the A. A. U. 
W. The association requires a gen- 
eral basic education as a prelimi- 
nary to specialization. 

There are five standards by 
which a school wishing to be ap- 
proved by the A. A. U. W. is judg- 
ed. The first is that the school 
must have the rating of the re- 
gional accrediting association of 
the association. 

Second, the school must have 



provisions safeguarding a back- 
ground of general education. This 
is done by accepting for member- 
ship "raduates holding deerees for 
which a reasonable part of general 
education and an adequate distri- 
bution within the three large areas 
of learning is clearly provided by 
degree requirements. 

Third, the school must have ade- 
quate provisions for women stu- 
dents. This calls for hi<*h academic 
and health standards. Fourth, the 
school must try to further the op- 
portunities for women in higher 
education and advance theii in- 
terests by having qualified women 
in high posts on the faculty and 
in the administration. Fifth the 
school must maintain academic 
freedom. 

There are three schools in Lou- 
isiana which meet these standards. 
They are Louisiana State Univer- 
sity, Tulane University, and New- 
comb.

The old college custom of painting the opposing cam- 
pus before a football game resulted in a tragedy early Thurs- 
day morning for five freshmen boys from Louisiana Tech 
who came down to Northwestern to give the campus its 
annual splotching of red paint. 

One boy was killed and four others were injured, 
bruised and scratched up as the Ford convertible in which 
they were riding turned over as it went around a curve 
three miles out of town on the Many highway, Thursday 
at 12:35. 

Dead is Gerald Ferguson of Hodge whose head was 
crushed as the vehicle rolled upon him after he had been 
thrown out- Jean Maxwell of Shreveport, who received mul- 
tiple bruises and lacerations, was taken to the Natchitoches 
hospital for observation. The driver of the car, Tony Lewis 
of Shreveport, received a bruised back and other slight in- 
juries. The other two boys, Tommy Backer and Tommy 
Stone, both of Shreveport, were only silghtly injured. 

The boys were caught in the act of painting near the 
college infirmary by three members of the Natchitoches 
police department. After spotting the officers the boys sped 
away in their 1952 Ford convertible leaving behind the two 
boys who were doing the painting. Left behind and later 
p'cked up in downtown Natchitoches were Eddy Ray Knight 
and Leonard Bosch. 

The convertible was completely demolished and had 
apparently turned over two times. It had rolled completely 
over Ferguson, crushing his skull. Backer's foot was caught 
under the car and seven men were required to free him.

Dear Editor: 

This semester there was inaug- 
urated at Northwestern a method 
of locating any woman student at 
any time by means of a written 
record stating her intended where- 
abouts whenever she left the cam- 
pus. This is all well and good. 
However, why should this record 
be permanent when it outlives its 
purpose the instant a girl returns 
to the dormitory? There is no need 
for a permanent record of this type 
except for the purpose of providing 
information for those individuals 
who are prone to delve into other 
people's personal affairs. Certain 
information on these sign-out 
sheets is of a personal nature, and 
concerns nobody after it has serv- 
ed its intended purpose. 

Any criticism of this type is 
unfounded unless a solution is of- 
fered as a substitute for the pres- 
ent policy. A suitable substitute 
would perhaps be a temporary, in- 
dividual sheet of 5x7 mimeograph- 
ed typing paper of a certain form, 
which, when filled out, could be 
filed in an index box, and which 
could be destroyed the next day. 

This system should be satisfac- 
tory to both students and adminis- 
tration, since it would serve all 
obvious purposes, and still give 
the student a reasonable amount of 
privacy in what he considers his 
personal business. 

In reference to many complaints 
registered with some student gov- 
ernment members, this explanation 
is also forthcoming. People have 
often complained about student 
regulations, but few have acted 
on these complaints. Some influen- 
tial people have declined to act 
or even recommend action on these 
controversial matters, and in some 
cases, have even attempted to 
squelch action by other interest- 
ed persons. This, in itself ,is shame- 
ful, since some of these very same 
individuals were put into office 
by those that now need the aid 
of these officials. If women stu- 
dents want changes in their regu- 
lations, pressure must be brought 
to bear on AWS council members 
since these council members must 
present proposed amendments to 
the AWS council for action. (Ar- 
ticle X of the Constitution of the 
Associated Women Students.) 

Much has been done this week 
by the administration, after possi 
bly some pressure, to better social 
conditions, but by the same token 
the administration has quite a way 
to go to meaure up to standards 
set by comparable schools in this 
state.

Ross Offers Vocational Counsel Here 



Everyone makes mistakes. A 
common mistake of college stu- 
dents is getting into the wrong 
field .To overcome this, a change 
of major must be made. 

Often a change of major results 
in lost hours and requires a stu- 
dent to go extra semesters. To 
make sure one gets into the right 
field either at first or on the "sec- 
ond time round" one should take 
L Q. aptitude, and interest tests. 

Here one may take these tests 
in the counseling office in Caldwell 
Hall. Mr. Charles Ross, vocational 
counselor, offers personality and 
academic tests, too. 

The first step in determining 
one's major field of study is taking 
the I. Q. or native ability test. The 
test is divided into several parts. 
In one part there are words to be 
defined. Copying designs with col- 
ored blocks, putting together jig- 
saw puzzles, and arranging pictures 
in proper order make up another 
pert. 

What is a general test without 
mathematics? The L Q. test has its 
share. All problems are worked 
without benefit of pencil and pa- 
per. 

One's memory span is tested by 
repeating series of numbers after 
one hearing. Saying them back- 
ward is quite a trick. 

No personal records are kept, so 
if one can work only one math 
problem or repeat just four num- 
bers, no one will ever know. Since 
Mr. Ross has counseled almost 6,- 



000 people, it is highly improbable 
that he will remember who did 
what. 

The vocational interest test used 
here is the Kuder Preference test. 
One is given lists of three activi- 
ties, and with a pin, punches holes 
by the ones he would like to do 
most and least. The holes make a 
pattern from which the counselor 
can determine what the student 
likes to do best. 

The aptitude test is a combina- 
tion of the I. Q., vocational interest, 
academic achievement, and per- 
sonality tests from the standpoint 
of one particular field. It tells how 
much the student will be able to 
accomplish in that field. 

Although not absolutely essen- 
tial to take in changing one's ma- 
jor, the personality test does help 
determine how the' test-ee will 
react to situations which may arise 
in his chosen vocation. 

Too, if a person would like to 
know just exactly what kind of 
personality he has and what cor- 
rections, if any, need to be made, 
the personality test is what he 
should take. The test consists of 
questions which are answered "yes" 
and "no." 

The counseling department was 
set up in 1944 by the college for 
use by the Veterans Administration 
for counseling and testing veterans 
in this part of Louisiana. As the 
years passed, the number of vete- 
rans counseled decreased, and the 
college began taking over.

For All Students 
Concerning Draft 

All male, students of Northwest- 
ern should inform the office of 
student personnel of their local 
board classification and selective 
service number so that the college 
may certify to the draft board that 
the student is enrolled in college. 

Students who just became 18 
need not necessarily report to their 
local draft board in order to reg- 



ister as they may register at the 
Natchitoches board and have threir 
records forwarded to the home 
board. 

Mr. Fulton said all students are 
urged to report for their physical 
examinations as directed. If they 
have kept their local board prop- 
erly informed, orders for induc- 
tion may be sent to those in 1-A 
but included in the envelope would 
be found a cancelation of those 
orders and a change in classifica- 
tion to 1-SC to which a student is 
entitled only once.

College Laundry 
Very Modernistic 

Our new college laundry, which 
is a vast improvement over the old 
one is operated by R. N. Royston, 
the man who successfully managed 
the old laundry for 18 years. 

The new laundry which is lo- 
cated in the North Barracks, has 
much more space, which makes 
for better working conditions. 

The cost of the machinery in the 
new laundry was $44,436. All the 
machines in the laundry are metal, 
up to date, and air operated. There 
are five units which consist of 
nine pressers that are used for 
pressing dresses, pants, etc. Two 
more units which consist of eight 
pressers and two folding tables, 
press and wrap the shirts. 

There are three washers, three 
extractors and four dry tumblers. 
The clothes are first put in the 
washers, then taken out and put in 
the extractors, which take out 80 
per cent of the water. Then they 
are put in the dry tumblers which 
takes fifteen minutes to dry. 

There is a 120 inch, four roll, 
chest type, flat work ironer which 
presses the sheets and towels. It 
has four speeds and can run four 
sheets a minute. 

For the first time the laundry 
has a boiler of its own which pro- 
duces the air for the air-operated 
machines. This boiler is a Titus- 
ville boiler which cost $9,000.

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Dear Editor: 

The last issue of the Current 
Sauce set off an explosive and 
probably unexpected reaction. The 
administration, the faculty, the 
alumni, the football players and 
the student body are all aroused. 
As yet, however, we have been 
given no definite policy to follow. 
The views on the two sides of the 
issue need a great deal of clarifica- 
tion. 

As a freshman, I am unfamiliar 
with the situation to a certain ex- 
tent. The meeting Wednesday 
night only served to confuse me 
more. It dealt mostly with emotions 
rather than with facts. I do not 
like to sit on the fence, but as yet 
I cannot determine which side I 
should like to walk on. 

The consistent losses on the part 
of the Demon team constitute a 
good argument that something 
should be done. I would like to 
know what this something is. 

The school is divided into two 
factions — the "get-rid-of-the- 
coach" faction and the "keep-the- 
coach-faction." I am sure that both 
sides have good arguments, but so 
far, they have not been made clear. 

If the coach is responsible for 
the losses, I would like to see the 
proof in print. I would like to see 
a careful analysis of Mr. Turpin's 
coaching tactics. I would like to 
know just how he has failed to 
give the players the preparation 
and training necessary to make a 
winning team of them. There is 
nothing sarcastic or facetious a- 
bout this request. I would merely 
like some facts upon which to base 
an opinion. 

On the other side of the ques- 
tion, we have a similar lack of 
proof. Coach Brown presented sev- 
eral arguments but to me they did 
not seem very conclusive. For in- 
stance, he pointed out that the 
players are not forced to practice 
so much that they fail all their 
subjects. He cited the fact that 
there is a minimum of senior play- 
ers who fail to graduate from this 
college. We agree with this and 
are very proud of the fact. BUT, 
if this argument is to be considered 
relevant to the case, he must prove 
that the players at Tech and the 
other schools which defeat us are 
coached so severely that they fail 
all their subjects. There is possibly 
a good argument here, but we 
would like to see it clarified and 
extended in this paper, if possible. 

Mr. Brown also stated that in- 
juries had been a major factor in 
causing Demon losses. There is 
possibly truth in this statement, 
but I would like to have a compari- 
son between the injuries of this 
year and the injuries of preceding 
years. NSC has lost consistently 
since 1945. Have we had more than 
our share of injuries in these 
years? 

Coach Brown stated that we do 
not get the best players from the 
high schools. Why not print the 
high school records of the Demon 
players? This is the only way to de- 
cide this issue fairly. 

The point was also brought up 
that the team was undermanned be- 
cause of a shortage of scholarships. 
I've often heard it said that it isn't 
the size of the dog in the fight, 
but the size of the fight in the 
dog. However, if Coach Brown can 
prove that we could have a better 
team if we had more scholarships, 
I am sure that the student body 
would be glad to turn their pres- 
ent determination toward a move 
to get more scholarships. This is

Louisiana's two greatest high 
school swimming stars are now 
freshmen at Northwestern State 
college. Tommy Kehoe and Lyle 
Dillman, both of whom live in New 
Orleans, have set many high school 
and AAU records. In the past they 
have been outstanding rivals, but 
now they will team up to deaal 
misery to the opponents of the 
Demons. 

Tommy Kehoe, the youngest in 
a family of swimmers and a bro- 
ther to Jerry Kehoe, co-captain of 
the NSC Swimmers, is a graduate 
of New Orleans academy. He swam 
in AAU competition as a member 
of the strong Audubon Swim club. 
Tommy did not compete last sea- 
son due to an operation, but he 
should be ready now to take up 
where he left off in 1951, as high 
point winner in the NSC Swim 
meet and also as sweepstakes win- 
ner at the state high school meet. 
Kehoe's crowning triumph was 
winning the Junior National AAU 
200 meter freestyle in 1951. 

Tommy was undefeated in the 
100 yards and the 220 yards free- 
style events in high school com- 
petition in 1950 and again in 1951. 
He won four high-point trophies at 
the Northwest and state meets in 
1950 and 1951. He presently holds 
Northwest rally records in the 100 
yards freestyle. He shares the state 
record in the 100 yards freestyle, 
which was equalled last season by 
Dillman. 

Lyle Dillman is a graduate of 
Nicholls high school of New Or- 
leans. He swam during the sum- 
mers for the New Orleans athletic 
club, a perennial contnder for 
! honors in AAU competition. Dili- 
man is the present state high 
school champion in the 50 yards 
freestyle, 100 yards freestyle, and 
100 yards backstroke. Last year he 
won the high-point trophies at 
both the Northwest and the state 
championship meets. 

In winning the 100 yards free- 
style in the state meet, he tied 
Kehoe's record. Lyle has consist- 
ently placed high during the last 
three years in the backstroke and 
in the longer freestyle events, but 
it was in the 50 yards freestyle 
sprint that he ranked supreme. In 
this race he was undefeated in 
high school competition in 1950, 
1951, and 1952. 

Dean Clark, a standout Little 
Rock swimmer; Horace Humble, a 
state high school diving champion 
from Baton Rouge; and Henry Wal- 
ton, an ace diver from Port Ar- 
thur, are three other freshmen rea- 



sons that the Northwestern State 
college swimming and diving team 
under Coach John Piscopo should 
be hard to handle for many sea- 
sons. 



Demons Show Well 
In 19-0 Loss 

Scoring twice in the first quarter 
and once in the final period, the 
Southeastern Lions continued their 
winning ways in the Gulf States 
conference race last Saturday 
night by trimming the North- 
western Demons 19-0 in Hammond 
before a delighted homecoming 
crowd. 

The Demons displayed a power- 
ful attack both in the air and on 
the ground and kept constant 
pressure on the home team, but 
they always bogged down before 
they could score. 

Five times the NSC team drove 
down inside the Lion 20-yard line 
and each time Southeastern staved 
off the attack and took possession 
of the ball. 

Southeastern turned rags into 
riches in the first few minutes of 
play. Joe Johnson of the Lions 
fumbled the opening kickoff and 
the Demons recovered on the elev- 
en. The visitors seemed certain to 
score until Charlie Martin inter- 
cepted one of the tosses of M. D. 
Ray and raced it 98 yards for the 
touchdown. 

The Lions struck again swifty 
two minutes later after the De- 
mons had fumbled on their own 19 
as Elton Shuff carried it over for 
the second tally to make it 12-0 
for the home team.

Northwestern's infirmary gets , 
cases ranging from common sore i 
throats to an occasional broken ' 
bone. Most of its patients, however, 
are cold victims. 

The cold pills dispensed by the 
infirmary have gained fame 
throughout the state. One dose con- 
tains from three to five pills. Last 
fall a cold sufferer got five — two 
green ones, two white ones, and a 
black speckled one. In the spring 
the dosage omitted the black pills, 
and during the past summer, the 
count dropped to three white ones. 

These pills are highly beneficial. 
Thirty-five of them make that ole 
cold go — for about two weeks. 
Enough about colds, though. Any- 
one who stays on this campus one 
semester is thoroughly acquainted 
with at least 57 varieties of cold 
treatment. 

The dining hall also contributes 
its share of patients to the infir- 
mary. Epidemics of "dining hall- 
itis" sweep the campus periodically. 
These are usually short-lived, 
though. 

The beds in the infirmary are 
not the most comfortable in the 
world, but when one is sick, they 
don't seem so bad. The food served 
there is better than the dining hall 
food. At least it tastes that way. 

Many people think of the infir- 
mary as a place to be gotten out 
of in a hurry, but to some it is a 
place to go when study, going 
places, and sitting in the Field 
House become too much. 

Students should take out a 
couple of days each semester, go 
to the infirmary, and, there in 
peace and quiet, catch up on their 
sleep and class work. How else can 
this be done without the overwork- 
ed student getting into all kinds 
of trouble? 

Remember, the infirmary affords 
one a good rest and an iron-clad 
excuse for missing classes.

THE SIN OF THE PROPHET 
By Truman Nelson 

From an age of Biblical refer- 
ence ' and prophetic moods comes 
"The Sin of the Prophet." Theo- 
dore Parker, the famed Abolition- 
ist preacher, was a hero to many. 
This and one other fact constitute 
the axis of this novel, the other be- 
ing that Anthony Burns, a Negro 
with a badly mained hand, was the 
last runaway slave to be returned 
from Boston under the Fugitive 
Slave Act. 

A decade before the Civil War, 
Boston was the fortress of Abolit- 
ionists. There, a continual battle 
was being waged by the opposition 
of slavery. Heading this fiery group 
were such men as Wendell Phillips, 
William Lloyd Garrison, Dr. Sam- 
uel Gridley Howe, and the main 
character of this novel, Theodore 
Parker. 

Theodore Parker's vigorous pro- 
tests against injustices wherever he 
found them, was a steady reproach 
to those who remained in obscur- 
ity, silently consenting to these in- 
justices. Truman Nelson depicts 
this champion of the people, strug- 
gling through failure and triumph, 
experiencing sin and the atone- 
ment of a true prophet.

President H. Lee Prather was 
not on the campus at the time the 
movement was aroused. He was 
attending the out-of-town funeral 
of the brother of Mrs. Prather and 
did not return until late Wednes- 
day night. 

In commenting on the situation, 
Prather, stated that he was aware 
of the criticism. He added that the 
coaches are appointed by the state 
board of education on the re- 
commendation of himself and the 
athletic council, the membership 
of which is appointed by himself. 
He said that he would continue to 
abide by the recommendation of 
the council, and that he "had no 
intention of recommending any 
coaching changes for the remain- 
der of the year. Any suggestions 
envolving future changes, in any, 
will be presented to the athletic 
council with full assurance that 
they will receive the most careful 
consideration." 



AAUW Awards

The 
records of these students for the 
years mentioned were almost per- 
fect. 



Applications Available 
For Rhodes Scholarships, 
States Dean Dugdale 

Applications are now being ac- 
cepted for Rhodes Scholarships, 
Dean C. E. Dugdale, NSC faculty 
scholarship chairman announced 
this week. Recipients will receive 
at least two years at Oxford Uni- 
versity in England. 

Thirty-two Rhodes are assigned 
annually to the United States and 
are awarded to college students on 
the basis of sound intellect, chara- 
cter, moral courage and evidence 
of leadership. 

Only U. S. citizens with at least 
five years' domicile and who are 
unmarried are eligible for the 
scholarships which carry the value 
of 500 pounds each. Only male 
students can receive the scholar- 
ships. 

The country is divided into 
eight districts of six states each for 
the purpose of making the appoint- 
ments. There is a competition every 
year in every state. Each district 
ultimately selects four students to 
represent its states as Rhodes 
Scholars at Oxford University in 
England. 

Dr. Dugdale urges all students 
who are eligible and who are in- 
terested in these scholarships to 
come by his office for further in- 
formation. Selections are not made 
principally on the basis of scho- 
lastic attainment. Qualities of man- 
hood, truth, devotion to duty, un- 
selfishness and fellowship, and 
physical vigor are stressed in the 
selections. Financial 'need does not 
give a special claim to a scholar- 
ship. 



NSC Poultry Farm 
Supplies Fresh Eggs 
For Dining Hall 

Did you know that Northwestern 
had a poultry farm? Well, it has. 
It is located on the Robeline Road 
near the last men's dormitory, D- 
frame. The farm, started in Feb- 
ruary of 1952, is under the guid- 
ance of Mr. B. W. Wiley. The pur- 
pose of this farm is to furnish the 
dining hall with fresh eggs and to 
give agriculture majors field work 
with poultry. 

At the present time approximate- 
ly six hundred and fifty hens are 
kept for laying purposes. About 
three hundred and fifty to four 
hundred are laying which makes an 
average of about 30 dozen eggs 
per day. The feed consumed per 
day is about one hundred and fifty 
pounds and is of three kinds; hen- 
chow, oats and layena etts. 

There are twelve buildings on 
the farm: one broiler house, one 
laying house, and ten range houses. 
They are frame buildings with tin 
roofs. 

In the near future a broiler pro- 
ject will be undertaken. It also 
will furnish the dining hall with 
fresh poultry, offer a complete 
work shop, and will give actual ex- 
perience to agriculture majors.

This past week the disciplinary council here dismissed 
two students from this institution for the remainder of the full 
semester.

For two long a time we at NSC seem to have condoned a 
practice which is entirely dishonest — that of cheating or steal- 
ing examinations. Why is it that those of us who profess to 
have a little honesty and decency allow the buying and selling 
Of final examinations to go on right in our midst? Why is it 
that we have made a standard joke of this practice, and have 
even gone as far as to print in our freshman handbook that 
"Caldwell Hall is a grand central station" the night before 
finals? Perhaps this is done because Caldwell really is a pop- 
ular place the night before finals, but is this the right way to 
cope with such an important problem? It should be apparent 
to those of us who have consciences that this is not right. 

A problem does exist. People steal and cheat, and it is 
feighly improbable that at any time they will discontinue these 
practices entirely. It takes all kinds of people to make up a 
world. Because of this fact, I do not think, by any means, that 
"students should shoulder ail the blame for the existing situa- 
tion. If members of this faculty would lock up their exams and 
grade records Ar keep them away from such an easy reach of 
'the students, thjen perhaps they could not be stolen so easily. 
This is a suggestion which, I believe, is worthy of the faculty's

George McConathy 



A tall ,big-boned boy jutting into 
the 6 feet 4 inch atmosphere and 
tossing the basketball through the 
nets easily with either hand, can 
be seen working out in the North- 
western State college gym nightly 
as Coach Red Thomas' Demons pre- 
pare for a vigourous cage season. 

This rangy lad is not just another 
eager. For one thing, he is a Mc- 
Conathy, and basketball enthusiasts 
of Louisiana know what that means. 
It means Basketball-playing with a 
capital "B". Before this McConathy 
(his name's George and he's a fresh- 
man) came to Northwestern, his 
two older brothers had made 
basketball history with the Demons. 

Leslie, who graduated from NSC 
in 1949, was an all-GSC and is con- 
sidered one of the top cagers to 
tred gym floors in this area. He is 
now a 1st lieutenant in the Air 
Force. Then there was Johnny, a 
sharp-shootoing center who finish- 
ed school here in the spring of 1951 
after making all-GSC and Little 
AU-American. Now, after a short 
stint of professional basketball, he 
is back in the state coaching at 
Gibsland. And now there is George, 
the youngest brother, who has also 
elected to throw his basketball 
talents with Northwestern's De- 
mons. 

And George has plenty talent to 
throw, too. The 18-year-old son of 
Mr. and Mrs. 0. L. McConathy of 
Bryceland has been all-state four 
times in high school and last year 
was selected to play in every all- 
star game in the State. Those who 
have seen his brothers play, and 
now are watching George, say he 
potentially has everything Leslie 
and Johnny had, and possibly even 
more. 

George hurt his knees in an all- 
star game played at Northwestern 
June 1, 1952 and this injury led to 
an operation on his left knee in 
June and his right knee in Septem- 
ber. He had the semi-luna cartlage 
removed from both knees, and is 



progressing as well as can be ex 
pected, Coach Thomas said. 

He has come a long way since 
that last operation a bare two 
months ago, and should be able to 
go with throttle wide open by the 
the season opens, Nov. 29. Rigorous 
exercise and an hour of flutter- 
kicking each day in the college 
swimming pool, has brought back 
most of the strength his legs lost 
while George was in the hospital 

Basketball seems to come natur- 
ally to George as it did to Leslie 
and Johnny. He's a long-legged 
long-armed, big-handed boy who 
knows how to handle himself well 
and has a perpetual urge to get 
the basketball through the hoop 
Coach Thomas has been practicing 
him at forward and center spots 
and even giving him some work at 
guard. Where George will play 
most of the time is anybody's guess 
but he can be expected to put his 
height and skill to good use at any 
position. 

Although basketball is his first 
love, George may turn into a track 
man, too. Last year, his senior year 
in high school, he decided to enter 
a track meet for the first time. He 
had no trouble in winning four 
first places and setting a new 
Class C record in the shot put. 
That's really something for one who 
had not even seen a track meet be- 
fore. 

So here is the third McConathy, 
standing at the door of four years 
of college basketball and track. 
From all indications he will fill 
these years with grade-A perfor- 
mances and will emerge carrying 
all sorts of honors.

Acquisition of 19 Holstein cows, 
new drainage system for the col- 
lege farm, beginning of poultry 
raising, gravel roads and other 
farm facilities, concrete seats for 
the baseball field constructed, a 
new four-sided scoreboard for the 
gymnasium acquired and installed, 
$200,000 worth of equipment and 
supplies for the new physics and 
chemistry building, and numerous 
improvements in the dining hall 
and all dormitories. 

President Prather dwelt at some 
length on the subject of the re- 
cent criticism of Head Football 
Coach Harry Turpin. "No one likes 
winning more than 1 do," he said, 
but stressed the fact that as long 
as he is president no coach will 
nave to win games to keep his 
Job at Northwestern. 

He emphasized that NSC be- 
lieved in a well-rounded athletic 
Program and had one that could 
Hutch any college's even though 
no athletic scholarships are given 
except in football and basketball. 
NSC grants 38 football scholar- 
ships and 12 basketball scholar- 
ships.

GRID SUMMARY 

Leon Fuller of Waverly, hard- 
charging fullback for Northwestern 
State College, proved to be the 
Demons' best ground gainer dur- 
ing the 1952 eason that found the 
NSC team sitting on the unimpres- 
sive record of 1 win, 1 tie and 
7 losses. 

• 

Fuller piled up 543 yards rush- 
ing from scrimmage in 125 at- 
tempts for an average of 4.34 yards 
per try.. Appearing in all nine 
games and being depended upon 
to carry the brunt of the Demon 
running attack, Fuller chalked up 
339 more yards than his nearest 
teammate, George Perkins of De- 
Quincy. 

However, Fuller did not have the 
best average. That honor went to 
Talmade Lee of Ferriday, who be- 
cause of an early season leg in- 
jury, saw action in only two 
games. In 10 carries he rolled up 
47 yards for 4.7 yards per try. 

Other averages on the team were 
Junior Turner, 139 yards in 43 
tries for a 4.63 average; Hugh Pur- 
ser, 106 yards in 23 for a 4.61; 
Johnny Buck, 172 yards in 45 for 
a 4.05; George Perkins, 204 in 31 
for a 4; Red Smith, 152 in 40 for 
a 3.20; Dan Carr, 39 in 23 for a 
1.69; Raymond McFadden, 29 in 
26 for a 3.80; Jack Bice, 74 in 22 
for a 3.36; Larry Whitt, 11 in 5 
for a 2.20; James Modisette, 1 in 
1 for a 1; Clyde Chesson, 3 in 1 
for a 3; Joe Barkate, 11 in 4 for a 
2.75. 

Due to his being caught behind 
the line of scrimmage so many 
times while attempting to pass, M. 
D. Ray, Demon quarterback, lost a 
net of 65 yards in 12 attempts for 
a minus 5.25 yards per try. 

Ray, however, made up for his 
loss in rushing in the passing de- 
partment. The Demon heaver, who 
last year led the GSC in passing, 
this year connected 28 times on 
88 tosses to rack up a total of 328 
yards through the air lanes. Dan 
Carr was second in total yards 
gained passing as three of his 11 
passes were good for 41 yards. 
James Modisette, the only other 
Demon flinger, tossed three times 
and completed two of them for 
24 yards. 

On the pass receiving end, Clyde 
Chesson was tops. He pulled in 15 
passes during the season, nine 
more than his closest teammate 
rival, Earl Haynes, who caught 
only 6. Other receivers were Leon 
Fuller, 3; Ray McFadden, 2; John- 
ny Haynes, 2; and Talmade Lee, 
Jack Bruning, Junior Turner, Alan 
Stoker and George Perkins with 
one each.

Thomas pointed to an excessive 
number of fumbles, unsure and 
jerky motions, hurried shots and 
sloppy passes as plaguing his 
squad thus far in pre-season prac- 
tice. 

Shaping up as the first five on 
the Demon team are big Ken 
Shaw from Holton, Ind , George 
McConathy and Bill Collinsworth 
of Bryceland, Jim Yergler of 
Cissna Park, 111., and Murrell Wal- 
ker of Dry Prong. 

Coach Thomas stressed, however, 
that actually there will not be a 
"first" five. Men like Jim Thomas 
of Martin, Sammy Booras of 
Shreveport, Tynes Hildebrand and 
George Davis of Florien and Waple 
Lilley of Belmont will be playing 
about as much ball as anybody 
this season. They were all valu- 
able players for NSC last year. 

The Demon's season opener with 
Lamar Tech, Nov. 29 is predicted 
by Coach Thomas to be one of the 
toughest games of the season. "We 
probably won't meet a team this 
year any better than the Lamar 
Cardinals," Thomas said. The sec- 
ond game of the season for the 
Demons will also be against Lamar 
and will be played here Dec. 2. 

Last year Lamar Tech beat NSC 
52 to 50 in Beaumont, but were in 
turn beaten by the Demons here 
62 to 60. Both the Demons and the 
Cards lost only one man from their 
last year's starting five. 

All in all, Coach Thomas, who 
is beginning his third season as 
NSC cage coach, is well satisfied 
with his Demons. He said he is 
certain that any opponent will 
know they've played basketball 
when a game with the Demons 
comes to an end. He has more 
height, more experience and more 
speed on his team this season. 

But he is certainly not under- 
estimating the other GSC teams. 
He points to the fact that Cente- 
nary, Southeastern, Louisiana Tech 
and SLI have much - improved 
squads this season, too.

"The Last Englishman" 

Outstanding among those few 
gallant English warriors who 
vainly continue to fight the Nor- 
man invaders after the Battle of 
Hastings was the half-real half- 
legendary Hereward the Wake.

tion, the National Tuberculosis As- 
sociation, the James Picker Foun- 
dation and the American Cancer 
Society. 

Applications for fellowships are 
evaluated by boards appointed by 
the National Research Council. Fel- 
lowships are offered in the agri- 
cultural, biological, engineering, 
mathematical, medical and physical 
sciences at both the predoctoral 
postdoctoral levels. No fellowships 
covered in these announcements 
are awarded to individuals who 
wish to prepare themselves for the 
clinical practice of medicine or 
dentistry. However, applicants will 
be accepted from medical or den- 
tal students or holders of the M.D. 
or D.D.S. degrees who wish to pre- 
pare themselves for careers in 
medical or dental research. 

The large national program of 
pre doctoral fellowships sponsored 
by the National Science Founda- 
tion will be continued. Predoctor- 
al fellowships in electronics are 
also administered by the National 
Research Council and are available 
to students who have completed 
one year of graduate training. 

Most of these fellowships are 
open only to citizens of the United 
States who have completed all aca- 
demic requirements for the Ph.D., 
Sc.D,, or M.D. degrees. The James 
P. Picker Fellowships in Radiologi- 
cal Research are not limited to 
citizens of the United States but 
the applicants must have the M.D. 
or Ph.D. degree. Fellowships in all 
the natural sciences and inter-allied 
fields are open and study may be 
pursued in any institution of ad- 
vanced training in the United 
States or abroad approved by the 
Fellowship Boards. Appointments 
are for one year with basic stipends 
from $3,000 to $3,400 with addition- 
al allowance for dependents and 
travel. 

This year for the first time, Sen- 
ior Fellowships only are offered 
by Merck and Company, Inc., and 
are open to applicants who have 
c o m p 1 e ted advanced training 
equivalent to that represented by 
the Ph.D degree and have at least 
three years postdoctoral profes-

The Northwestern Demons, 1 led 
by 6-6 Ken Shaw, rolled to their 
third consecutive cage victory in 
four starts for the season last 
I Tuesday night in Magnolia, Ark. 
las they outpointed the Southern 
! State Muleriders 73-64. 

Shaw, the Demons towering pivot 
man from Holton, Indiana, flashing 
a display of hook shots and one 
hand push shot, racked up 24 
points for the night to take high 
scoring honors. 

W. T. Watson and Calvin Thom- 
as kept the Muleriders in the game 
as they scored 20 and 19 points 
respectively for the home team. 

Coach Red Thomas's Demons 
took the lead in the first quarter 
and were never headed thereafter, 
although the Southern State boys 
kept the pressure on by staying 



hot on the heels of the visitors. 

The Demons got the tip-off to 
start the game and shortly after, 
Shaw sank a one hand shot for 
the first field goatHe added anoth- 
er shortly after on a tip-in to put 
the Demons out front 4-0. 

Realizing they were in the ball 
game, the Muleriders then took 
command of the situation and 
racked up three quick field goals 
and two free tosses to lead 8-4. 
The rest of the quarter was play- 
ed on relatively even terms as the 
score stood 13-13. 

With George McConathy of 
Northwestern and Jeff Williams of 
the Muleriders doing the scoring, 
the two teams battled evenly dur- 
ing the first half of the second 
period. With six minutes remain- 
ing, the Demons led 23-21. Big, 
6-9 Calvin Thomas of Southern 



State began clicking with his hook 
shot from way out, but the Demons 
held their lead as they burst into 
a series of fast breaks that baffled 
the Muleriders. NSC held a 37-29 
lead at the half. 

The third period was filled with 
numerous wild passes and bad shots 
by both teams, but the crowd was 
treated to several spectacular 
shots by Watson and Thomas of 
Southern State and Davis and Shaw 
of Northwestern. The Demons 
were able to keep pace and lead 
at the quarter 57-50. 

Both teams began clicking in 
the last quarter. With two minutes 
before the end of the game, the 
Demons were still leading 72-60. 
The Muleriders tried desperately 
to overcome the lead, but finally 
went down to defeat by a score 
of 73-64. 



Northwestern State College 
Demons will engage a tower- 
ing quintet of cagers from 
Southern State College of Mag- 
nolia, Arkansas Tuesday night 
in the Demon Gymnasium at 
7:30. This is the second en- 
counter of the two teams this 
year. NSC won the first 73-64. 

In the initial games of the sea- 
son before meeting Northwestern, 
the Southern State College Mule- 
riders displayed a highly offen- 
sive might as they snowed under 
the Day and Zimmerman indepen- 
dents of Texarkana, 97-55 and trip- 
ped Louisiana College of Pineville, 
97-77. However this high flying 
Mulerider team was stymied by the 
Demons and fell 73-64 last Tues- 
day. 

A look at the Purple and White 
season thus far shows a very im- 
pressive crusade. They felt in the 
first contest to Lamar Tech by 
a 64-60 score and haven't lost 
since. The Demons trounced Lamar 
Tech in a return engagement on 
the Natchitoches court 61-48; they 
then proceeded to humble North- 
east State of Monroe 91-51. Latest 
conquest was the victory over 
Southern State. 

Chiefly responsible for Mule- 
rider's outburst in their games 
this season is Calvin Thomas, 
6' 9" pivot ace. The willowly cen- 
ter pumped in 36, 39, and 19 
points against Day and Zimmerman 
Independents, Louisiana College, 
and Northwestern respectively. 
Thomas is a hook shot artist, who 
is effective with either hand, and 
is also tops at rebounding on de- 
fense. He is a senior. 

Two seniors form the backbone 
of Southern States' offense and de- 
fense. Forward W. T. Watson, a 
speedy floor-man and dangerous 
set-shot specialist, also contributes 
heavily to the scoring column. Sam 
Fricks, a 6' 5" guard, is a hustling 
workhorse on defense and a top- 
grade rebounder. 

In all, the Muleriders have eight 
returning lettermen, plus a couple 
of outstanding freshmen. Southern 
State is a member of the Arkan- 
sas Intercollegiate conference 
(AIC). They finished third in loop 
play last season. This year, they 
have been classed in a darkhorse 
role for the conference race. 

Probable starters for the Mag- 
nolia, Ark. school: Calvin Thomas, 
center, W. T. Watson and Billy 
Peck, forwards, Sam Fricks and 
Jeff Williams, guards.

Are Announced 

The National Science Foundation 
has recently announced its second 
graduate fellowship program for 
the academic year 1953-54. Fellow- 
ships will be awarded for gradu- 
ate study in the biological, engin- 
eering, mathematical, medical, and 
physical sciences.

NSC Demons Upset Texas A & M 58-53; 
Stage Rally In Final Frame To Win 

Amid the excitement of 3,000 spectators in College Sta- 
tion, Texas, last Friday night, the Northwestern State College 
basketeers battled a highly touted Texas A & M squad from 
behind for three quarters but surged out in front in the fourth 
period to stun the home-town rooters and gain a major upset 
of the early basketball season. The final score was Northwest- 
ern 58— Texas A & M 53. 

The Texas Aggies led the De- 
mons for most of the encounter 
but a last period spurt of 23 points 
by the Natchitoches lads was 
enough to put them in the lead 
and thus score the upset. Waple 
Lilley, who scored 10 points in this 
period and Sammy Booras, who 
stole the ball twice, scoring both 
times on crip shots, were the main 
factors in this late Northwestern 
out-burst. 

Coach John Floyd's hustling cag- 
ers tried in vain to catch the De- 
mons once they had the lead. The 
closest they were able to get was 
within four points, 52-48, with one 
minute left in the ball game. It 
was a humilating loss for the Ag- 
gies who are picked to win the 
Southwest Conference title, but 
perhaps the score would have been 
different had Leroy Miksch, the 
A & M captain and consistent 
threat ben in the game.

In Series Program 
On February 2 

Youth, beauty, grace, a woman 
of talent and intelligence — these 
describe Marina Svetlova, prima 
ballerina, who appears here Feb. 2 
in the Fine Arts auditorium at 
8:15 p.m. with her touring com- 
pany composed of Robert Clader, 
Teresita La Tana, and concert 
pianist, Theodor Haig. Wherever 
she perfoms — South America, Mexi- 
co, Cuba, Hawaii, Austrailia, the 
United States, Canada — her appea- 
rances are greeted with eager en- 
thusiasm. 

Born in Paris, Svetlova began 
dancing at the age of nine and 
studied with such famous teachers 
as Preobrajinska, Trefilova and 
Gzovsky. Her inherent spirit of 
the dance was immediately re- 
cognized, and she was known as 
the "baby ballerina." Serge Lifar 
ballet master of the Grand Opera of, 
faris, said of her "All of her 
movements are inspired and her 
lines enticingly fluid."

A follow-up study of all gradu- 
ates from Northwestern State col- 
lege who have majored in indus- 
trial arts or vocational-industrial 
education is being made by the 
Department of Industrial Educa 
tion. Results from 56% of the 
graduates reveal they are engaged 
in a variety of occupations scat- 
tered widely over six states, Puerto 
Rico, and Alaska. Teaching indus- 
trial arts or vocational-industrial 
education lead with approximately 
70%. The armed services have ap- 
proximately 10%, while 20% are 
working in industry. Two industrial 
arts graduates are serving as ele- 
mentary principals, one in Reeds- 
port, Oregon, and the other at 
Boothville, Louisiana.. Five voca- 
tional-industrial graduates are di- 
rectors of trade schools in Louisi- 
ana, and one each in the following 
position: Director of Curriculum 
Laboratory for Louisiana trade 
schools, trade school coordinator, 
and state supervisor of trade and 
industrial education. 

The average salary of industrial 
arts graduates who are teaching 
and responded to the question- 
naire is $3307, those working in 
industry $3849, while the vocation- 
al-industrial group had an average 
of $4998 for the year. 

Within the last five years indus- 
try has been competing with the 
schools for trained personnel in 
the industrial field. Consequently, 
the demand for industrial educa- 
tion graduates has exceeded the 
supply. The differential in salary 
has caused many industrial arts 
men to leave the teaching profes- 
sion for better positions in indus- 
try. Others have gone direct to 
industry upon graduation. Some of

Marine Lieutenant Floreda Duke 
will be in Natchitoches Louisiana, 
January 13 for one day to talk to 
college women graduates and un- 
der graduates about the opportun- 
ity to become commissioned officer 
in the Marine Corps Reserve. 

Lt. Duke will be on the campus 
of Northwestern State College 
most of her stay. 

Women sophomores, juniors and 
seniors, as well as college graduates 
are eligible to apply for the Women 
Officers Training Class to be held 
in June at the Marine Corps schools 
Quantico, Virginia. Applications 
must be at least 18 years of age at 
the time of enrollment and less 
than 27 on July 1st of the year in 
which they expect to be com- 
missioned. 

Undergraduates accepted for the 
class will attend two summer train- 
ing periods of six weeks each. 
After successfully completing two 
courses, and upon graduation 
from college, the women candi- 
dates will be commissioned. Women 
who are already college seniors 
or graduates may complete both 
courses in one summer and be 
commissioned immediately. 

Women Marine Officers are as- 
signed many job classifications to- 
day, which includes such fields as 
machine accounting, aerology, com- 
munications, intelligence work, 
food service, finance, special ser- 
vice, supply and public information. 
A limited number are now assign- 
ed to duty with Marine Corps 
Fleet Marine Force units in Europe 
and Hawii.

Demon Basketball 
Summary 

Northwestern State college's 
unpredictable Demons, perch- 
ed atop a 11-3 basketball rec- 
ord, are in the midst of a 
lengthy breathing spell while 
awaiting Jan. 17 when they 
will tangle with Mississippi 
Southern's ever-powerful quin- 
tet here. 

Coach Red Thomas' Demons have 
lost three games this season that 
nobody expected them to lose. And 
by all odds they shouldn't have 
lost them. The season's opener in 
Beaumont, Texas, was dropped to 
Lamar Tech 60-64. NSC came back 
a few days later to wallop the Lam- 
arites 61-48. 

. The Northwesterner's second loss 
came after eight successive wins 
when the Demons dropped a GSC 
tournament game to underdog 
Southwestern Louisiana Institute. 
Coach Thomas attributes this loss 
to several causes: (1) the absence 
of George McConathy from the line- 
up (2) the inability of big center 
Ken Shaw to play his usual fine 
brand of ball because of a back 
ailment (3) too long a Christmas 
vacation taken by the Demons, and 
(4) the hustle and top-notch con- 
dition of the S.L.I, team. 

McNeese's Cowboys, who came to 
town determined to dump the De- 
mons, did just that on Jan. 3.

In regular sesion play Ken Shaw 
leads the scoring with an average 
of 16.1.

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Women Graduates May Qualify 
For Commissions In Army Corps 



Outstanding women graduates 
of accredited college and univer- 
sities in the Fourth Army area 
(Arkansas, Louisiana, Oklahoma, 
New Mexico, and Texas) may 
qualify for commissions in the 
Women's Army Corps, Regular 
Army, according to an announce- 
ment made by Lt. Gen William M. 
Hoge, Fourth Army Commander. 
Qualified applicants in this area 
are selected by Fourth Army head- 
quarters with final selection by the 
Department of Army on a national 
basis in this annual program, z 

Successful applicants will be 
tendered commissions initially as 
second lieutenants in the Army Re- 
serve and ordered to active duty at 
the WAC Training Center at Fort 
Lee, Va., to attend an officers' 
training course in September, 1953 

Women who successfully com- 
plete the 20 week training course 
will then be appointed in the Re- 
gular Army. 

General Hoge in letters to the 
presidents of 81 institutions in the 
five-state Fourth Army area, point- 
ed out the career opportunities for 
women in the Army who have the 
same pay and grades as men up to 
that of colonel. 

"Young women who have de- 
monstrated qualities of leadership," 
said General Hoge, "and who have 
achieved records will find in this 
new career field opportunities for 
interesting, progressive assign- 
ments for continuation of educa- 



tion and travel." 

WAC officers are holding respon- 
sible positions in the Defense struc- 
ture of the nation at home and 
overseas. They are utilized in per- 
sonnel and administration, inelli- 
gence, training, troop information 
and education legistos and public 
activities as well as in the Army's 
technical services. 

Income and advancements are cit- 
ed as inducements to attract 
women graduates. For instance, a 
second lieutenant earns $270.18, 
including subsistance allowance, 
plus quarters allowance of $68.40 if 
housing is not furnished. This base 
pay obtains during the training 
period. Other inducements are free 
medical and dental care, a month's 
vacation annually with pay, $10,000 
worth of free government life in- 
surance, and retirement benefits 
accruing without deduction from 
pay. 

Promotions, it is pointed out, are 

regular. Under the present law a 
' second lieutenant is promoted to 
! first lieutenant in three years, and 

to a caption in seven years if 

otherwise qualified. 

The applicants for commissions 
, must be graduates of accredited 

colleges, between 21 and 27 years 

of age.

Aomng the 777 enlisted men re- 
ceiving ensigns' commissions in 
Newport Rhode Island at the Navy's 
only Officer Candidate School were 
Billy O. Scroggins of Natchitoches 
who received his B. S. degree in 
Mathematics in 1951 from North- 
western and Willie A. Bumgardner 
of Ashland who received his B. S. 
degree in chemistry here last 
spring. 

Rear Admiral C. E. Olsen, USN, 
Commander of the Newport Naval 
Base, presented diplomas before an 
audience estimated at 1100. 

Former graduates of this school 
are already serving aboard swee- 
pers to destroyers and submarines. 
And they are serving, too, as jet 
pilots, beach masters, "frog men," 
and demolition experts. There are 
even OCS graduates in Korean 
fox holes, acting as gunnery liai- 
son officers for the Marines. 

In four rigorous months, mem- 
bers of this class — the eight and 
largest since the school opened in 
June, 1951 — covered the same nav- 
al subjects that college NROTC 
students do in four years. Fore- 
most in their training was the study 
of gunnery, navigation, seamanship, 
engineering, damage control and 
operations.

All college seniors and graduates 
who enroll for the Marine Corps 
OFFICER CANDIDATE COURSE 
which convenes March 12, will re- 
ceive additional training as officers, 
Marine Corps Headquarters has 
announced. 

"The need for college trained 
men is greater than ever before 
due to the present committments 
of the Marine Corps" said the 
announcement. 

After completing basic officers 
training, half of the new officers 
will be assigned to specialist train- 
ing at Marine Corps Schools, Quan- 
tico, Virginia, and other service 
schools. Such schools as Engineer- 
ing, Supply, Tank, Naval Gunfire, 
Artillery, Motor Transport, Com- 
muncations and Naval Flight Train- 
ing are being utilized to the fullest 
extent. The remainder, the an- 
nouncement stated, will be assigned 
to various billets in the Fleet 
Marine Force. 



The Washington announcement 
said officer training programs are 
open to both married and single 
colege graduates, and seniors who 
graduate between now and 15th 
of Febraury 1953.

Once selected, applicants attend 
a ten-week Officer Candidate 
Course at the Marine Corps Schools, 
Quantico, Virginia. Upon success- 
ful completion of this course, candi- 
dates become lieutenants, and 
start a five month Special Basic 
Course (included as part of the 
two years of active duty as a com- 
missioned officer). 

Reserve officer graduates of the

Young French Pianist To Present Concert 
Ors Feb. 1 6, In Fine Arts Auditorium 



In private life Monique de la 
Bruchollerie, young French pianist 
who will be heard in concert here 
on Feb. 16, 1953 at 8:15 p.m. in the 
Fine Arts auditorium, is Madame 
Armand du Rosselle, wife of a 
Parisian civil engineer and the 
mother of two small daughters. 
But much to he chagrin, she finds 
that the life of a concert artist 
leaves her all too little time for 
this private life. "The life of con- 
cert pianist is not for a woman — 
too hard," she admits. "But music 
is so splendid!" 

Unfortunately, her husband's 
family look on her career as a 
disaster. What does her husband 
think of her career? He is very 
proud, but "he's waiting till it's 
finished." A lover of Brahms, he 
heard her play the composer's 
music at three recitals and then 
asked her to marry him. "I ask 
him 'if it is Brahms, why do you 
not buy records?' " But they were 
married, nevertheless, and he got 
both Brahms and Miss de la Bru- 
chollerie, career and all. 

Their first daughter Patinette 
was born on New Year's Day in 
1945; the second, Sandrine, in May 
of 1949. They have shown great 
interest in their mother's piano and 
are both definitely partial to 
Rachmaninoff. Patinette has al- 
ready begun piano lessons , but Miss 
de la Bruchollerie will be inclined 
to discourage her from a concert 
career, because of the tremendous 
work and rigorous demands of 
such a life. 

An example of this was her tour 
of Germany in the fall of 1951, 
during which she played thirty 
concerts in thirty-five days. Often 
cvoncert artists are envied their 
opportunities to travel and to see 
new people and places. But Miss de 
la Bruchollerie reports, "All I saw 
was bed, railway and stage — always 
alone in middle of stage. Hotel is 
terrible life. But when you have 
something to give, you have to 
give." The artist admits she does- 
n't even know all the places she 
appeared in while in Germany! 
When people asked her where she 
had played the night before or 
where she was going to play the 
following eveninfg, she had to 
open her book hurriedly before 
answering. 

Sometimes she finds it necessary 
to refuse all engagements for sev- 
eral months to allow her time to 
be with her husband and children, 
and also time to catch up on sleep, 
to read and to prepare new pro- 



grams. "One cannot always give and 
never receive," she says. Her fav- 
orite vacation is one spent at her 
seventeenth-century home near 
Rouen in Normandy, where she 
can visit the ocean and find the 
relaxation she needs after a busy 
season of concerts. 

But Monique de la Bruchollerie 
is very pleased with the pent- 
house apartment which she and 
her husband recently purchased in 
Paris. In an old building behind 
the Trocadero (Palais de Chaillot), 
it has magnificent large windows 
from which one can see the entire 
city spread out below. It is only 
eight flors up', but for Paris that 
is very high, and the view is ex- 
hilarating. Following her American 
debut with the Boston Symphony 
on December 14, 1951. Miss de la 
Bruchollerie flew back to Paris to 
spend Christmas with her husband 
and little 'daughters — their first 
Christmas together — and to choose 
draperies and furniture for' the 
new apartment. Then she returned 
to the United States to continue 
her tour.

Famed Rubinoff 
Presented Concerts 
Here Recently 

Rubinoff and his violin with 
Clifford Souze. pianist, were pre- 
sented in three concerts Thursday, 
January 29, at 11 a.m.. 2:00 p.m. 
and 8:15 p.m. in the Fine Arts 
auditorium. 

On the program were Dance of 
the Peasant, Rubinoff; Warsaw 
Concerto, Addinsell; Clair De Lune, 
Debussy; Don't Fence Me In, Port- 
er, played in various styles; Rhap- 
sody in Blue, Gershwin; and Polo- 
naise (Opus 53), Chopin. 

Rubinoff was born in Grodno, 
Poland, on September 3. 1897, to 
a poor family. His natural inclina- 
tions and his mother's devotion 
were all he had to set him on the 
road to fame. He received a Doctor 
of Music degree from the Royal 
Conservatory of Music in Warsaw. 
Discovered by Victor Herbert, he 
was brought to America and settled 
in Pittsburgh, Pennsylvania. 

On the watch chain of Rubinoff 
is a small medal, about the size 
of a half dollar, which is set with 
rubies and diamonds. It is inscrib- 
ed "Presented to Rubinoff and his 
Violin by the Chicago Federation 
of Musicians in apreciation for 
services rendered August 6, 1937, 
in Grant Park — Attendance 225.- 
000". 

The violin used by Rubinoff is 

the most precious instrument in 
the world, a Stradivarius violin, 
which is insured for $100,000. The 
violin was made in 1731 by Antonio 
Stradivari in Cremona, Italy. It 
bears the elaborately engraved and 
bejeweled coat of arms of the 
Romanoff family as well as the 
identification mark of Stradivari 
and the date. The instrument is of 
deep brownish-red luster, perfectly 
formed, and developed in all its 
intricate detail in a manner re- 
presentative of the best work of 
the master. 

Clifford Souze, young composer- 
pianist, made his debut as a com- 
poser this spring in Los Angeles 
and as a pianist in San Francisco. 
The critics have predicted a bril- 
liant future for the young man. 



EASTERN EDUCATOR 
HOLDS MUSIC CLINIC 
ON COLLEGE CAMPUS 

Helen Hosmer, outsanding New | 
York music educator and special- 
ist in* choral music, appeared on 
the campus of Northwestern State | 
college, Wednesday, for an inform- 
al conference designed for all 
public school music teachers of 
this area. 

Miss Hosmer, director of the 
Crane School of Music, State uni- 
versity Teachers college, Potsdam, 
N. Y., is presently on professional 
tour to several educational insitu- 
tions throughout the country. 
Northwestern is the only college 
she visited in Louisiana. 

The noted educator and chorus 
director has conducted many fest- 
ivals, choruses, choral clinics, and 
voice classes, and has served as a 
lecturer in education in all phases 
of the training of music teachers. 

At 10 o'clock Wednesday morn- 
ing she discussed "Trends in Music 
Education." This was followed by 
several choral selections by the 
Natchitoches high school chorus 
under the direction of James E. 
Simmons.

Foreign Missionary 

To Be Guest 

Of Wesley Group 

The Rev. Charles D. Stokes, mis- 
sionary of the Methodist Church in 
Korea, will be guest of the Wesley 
Foundation on the campus on Feb- 
ruary 12th and 13th. 

A program of lectures, group 
conferences and counselling ses- 
sions is being arranged when he 
will be asked to share with students 
and faculty, his experiences in 
Korea. 

Mr. Stokes, a missionary since 
1940, has been doing rehibilitation 
and evangelistic work in "Pusan 
and Taejon for the past two years. 

Mr. Stokes was one of three 
Methodist missionaries in Korea 
during part of 1950 and 1951. Re- 
cently he has been the only one 
assigned ,to a large area covering 
five districts. His work was dis- 
tribution of relief funds, repair- 
inVi damaged churches, and se- 
curing temporary housing for des- 
troyed churches; helping Christian 
workers and laymen find trans- 
portation, living quarters, and em- 
ployment during the period of en- 
forced absence from their homes. 

"The task of reconstruction has 
scarsely begun." Mr. Stockes says. 
"The claims of the homeless and 
destitute' must be remembered, and 
a program of relief continued un- 
til widespread sickness and suffer- 
ing are brought under control by 
a return to more normal times." 
He addes that there is a openness 
to the Christian message which 
must not be neglected. 

Mr. Stokes wrote a dissertation 
on the history of Methodist mis- 
sions in Korea through 1930. and 
received his Ph.D. degree at Yale 
University in 1947. An Asbury Col- 
lege graduate, he received his B.D. 
degree from Asbury Theological 
Seminary. He was commissioned a 
missionary in 1940 and begun work 
in Seoul, oKrea. From 1944-46 he 
served a pastorate in the Western 
North Carolina conference, re- 
turning to oKrea in 1947. He did 
rural evangelistic and agricultural 
work in Wonju until 1950, when he 
began doing general relief work. 
He expects to return after his fur- 
lough here.

Aviation Cadet Training is now 
available to all qualified civilian 
men, who have completed a mini- 
mum of 60 semester or 90 quarter 
hours of college courses. Applicants 
must be unmarried citizens of the 
United States between the ages of 
19 and 26V4 at the time of appli- 
cation. 

The United States Air Force is 
primarily interested in securing 
applications from college graduates 
or from men who will complete 
their college education at the con- 
clusion of the current semester. 
However, applications will be ac- 
:epted from men who will be forced 
to discontinue their college train- 
ing after at least two academic 



: years. 

The Air Force is undergoing a 
; tremendous expansion at present. 
| As the number of airplanes in- 
creases, the number of well-trained, 
capable, new flying personnel must 
increase. Since graduates of the 
Aviation Cadet Training Program 
will become commissioned officers 
in the Air Force, they must be 
qualified not only to guide air- 
craft through the skies, but also to 
be the administrators and leaders 
of tomorrow. This means more and 
better qualified Aviation Cadets 
must be trained. 

Young men who are interested 
in becoming flying officers in the 
United States Air Force should 
plan to talk with the members of 
the Aviation Cadet Selection Team 
while they are in Natchitoches.

Princeton, N. J., January 10. — 
Candidates for admission to medi- 
cal school in the fall of 1954 are 
advised to take the Medical College 
Admission Test in May, it was an- 
nounced today by Educational 
Testing Service, which prepares 
and administers the test for the 
Asociation of American Medical 
Colleges. These tests, required of 
applicants by almost every medical 
colege throughout the country, will 
be given twice during the current 
calendar year. Candidates taking 
the May test, however, will be able 
to furnish scores to institutions in 
early fall, when many medical col- 
leges begin the selection of their 
next entering class. 

Candidates may take the MCAT 
on Saturday, May 9, 1953, or on 
Monday, November 2, 1953, at ad- 
ministrations to be held at more 
and 300 local centers in all parts of 
the country. The Association of 
American Medical Colleges re- 
commends that candidates for ad- 
mission to classes starting in the 
fall of 1954 take the May test. 

The MCAT consists of tests of 
general scholastic ability, a test on 
understanding of modern society, 
and an achievement test in science. 
According to ETS, no special pre- 
paration other than a review of 
science subjects is necessary. All 
questions are of the objective type. 

Application forms and a Bulletin 
of Information, which gives de- 
tails of registration and adminis- 
tration, as well as sample questions, 
are available from pre-medical ad- 
visers or directly from Education- 
al Testing Service, Box 592, Prince- 
ton, N. J. Completed applications 
must reach the ETS office by April 
25 and October 19, respectively, 
for the May 9 and November 2 
administrations.

11 Swimming Records Are Broken; 
Top-Notch Material In NSC Pool 

With the appearance? of nationally known swimmers com- 
peting in the Northwstern swimming pool this season, records 
are being made as fast as the tankmen can hit the water. As 
it is now, the NSC crew has met three opponents in the home 
pool. Two, of which are well at the top of their conference 
standings. Southern Methodist, whom the Demons defeated 
45-39, is expected to capture the Southwest Conference swim- 
ming title. Flordia State University, the other big-time school, 
is known all over the country as one of the South's beit aqua 
contestants. So, with such material 
as this swimming against an ag- 
gregation of NSC's best, no less 
than 11 records have been set, 
bettered, or broken. These include 
both college and pool records. 

A college is one which is set by 
swimmers representing Northwes- 
tern State College. The record may 
be set in the Demon Natatorium or 
in the pool of an opponent. How- 
ever, no one but an NSC aqua-man 
can break a college record, be- 
cause this type of record pertains 
only to Northwestern's tankmen. 
An opponent may better the col- 
lege record, but this will not alter 
the record any. On the other hand, 
a pool record may be made by the 
home team or the opposition. It 
is a record established in the NSC 
pool by any swimmer who treads its 
water. 

In the first home meet of the 
season, two records were set while 
competing against Little Rock 
Boys' Club. Mike Torrans of NSC 
set a pool record in the 100-yard 
Individual Medley Relay with a 
time of 1:11.01. This bettered the 
mark he set in 1952 of 1:11.1 The 
other record was etablished by 
Tommy Kehoe. It was both a col- 
lege and pool mark. Kehoe's time 
of 2:20.9 replaced the pool record 
of 2:22.0 set by G. Roedel of Mem- 
phis Navy in 1950, and it also did 
away with the college record of 
Mickey Gunn which was set at 
the SEAAU meet in Atlanta, 
Georgia, in 1949. Mickey's time was 
2:23.0. 

Against SMU last Saturday night, 
three new marks were made. In 
the 300-yard Medley Relay, a new- 
pool record was set by NSC. Lyle 
Dillman, M. Lockey, and Johnny] 
Cunningham journeyed the 300- ' 
Yards in 3:09»4, thus besting the 1 
mark. 3:11.8, set by Branch Lockey, I 
and Voorhees of Northwestern in j 
1951. The second record set was ! 
by Al Killgore of SMU. He bettered i 
the college record of 1:08.0 esta- 1 
blished by Myron Lockey against 
Texas A & M in College Station, 
Texas in 1952 and he knocked out 
the pool record which Mike Tor- 
rans set against Little Rock Boys' 
Club earlier in the season of 1:11.01 
Killgore's time was 1:03. 

The last record that was set 
Saturday night was in the 400- Yard 
Freestyle Relay. This was both 
a college and pool record. Dean 
Clark, Johnny Cunningham, Lyle 
Dillman, and Tommy Kehoe swam 
the 400 yards in 3:46.4 time, which 
incidentally won the meet for the 
Demons. This relay team smashed 
the pool record of 3:49.2 accompish- 
e d by SMU's Epps, Farrell, Ame- 
•"ine, and Muckleroy in 1951 and 
also bested the college record set 
by Bruser, Voorhees, Gunn, and 
Branch of 3:47.1 in the SEAAU 
meet in Atlanta, Georgia in 1950.

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1321 Enrolled 
At Northwestern 
This Spring 

With registration still incom- 
plete, total figures released this 
week by Registrar Otis Crew shows 
1321 students enrolled at North- 
western for the spring semester. 
Crew pointed out that the total 
figure will rise later due to a num- 
ber of people who will register late. 

The present enrollment at NSC 
exceeds by ten the 1311 who were 
enrolled during the spring semester 
of 1952, but as is usually the case, 
falls short of the fall semester's 
enrollment of 1414. 

The figures released by Crew 
show 744 women students enrolled 
compared with 577 men students. 

A breakdown into the different 
schools shows the school of educa- 
tion with the largest enrollment 
with 615. Of this number, 291 are 
men and 324 are women. 

Enrollment in the school of Ap- 
plied Arts and Sciences is 545, with 
378 women and 167 men students. 
Only the Arts and Sciences school 
• shows a majority of men students. 
Out of a total enrollment of 161, 
men students number 119 as com- 
pared to 42 women students. 

A breakdown into classes shows 
86 first semester and 362 second 
I semester freshmen; 67 first semes- 
ter and 205 semester sophomores; 
209 first semester and 165 second 
semester juniors; 94 first semester 
and 110 second semester seniors; 
and 23 special students.

As he puts it, 
they are definitely good as is in- 
dicated of the many records being 
broken in the Demon pool. 

Outstanding among the NSC 
swimmers is Tommy Kehoe. This 
freshman water-man can be en- 
tered in any type of race which 
is swam in a swimming meet.

The Purple and White hit for 
35 percent of their shots in the 
first half as they racked up 38 
points. James Thomas and Bill 
Collinworth acounted for half of 
these with each hitting for 9 and 
10 points respectively. After a 9-9 
tie three minutes into the start of 
the game, the Demons were never 
pushed. The score at the intermis- 
sion was Northwestern 38-McNeese 
21. 

In the third quarter the Lake 
Charles team started pressing the 
Demons. Playing a tight man to 
man defense, they tried to rally 
and overcome the large lead 
Northwestern possessed. However, 
this was in vain, even though they 
did out-score the Natchitoches lads

Northwesten's annual intramural

The route of this long distance 
is as follows: the cross-country 
race will start directly in front of 
the men's gymnasium.

The run will continue past the rear 
of the stadium and on to Mr. 
Young's home. The course turns 
left and folows the lake road and 
crosses the railroad and turns left 
on College Avenue. The route pro- 
ceeds out of College Avenue to the 
women's gymnasium where it turns 
left past the Infirmary and back 
to the Practice Cottage. A final 
left turn is made and after passing 
Caspari Hall, the course finishes 
in front of the men's gymnasium 
where it originated. 

Certain rules and regulations 
should be followed. An approved 
health examination must be on 
file at the college. Each participant 
must run the course at least nine 
times before the day of the meet, 
reporting to the intramural office 
after each practice run. Minimum 
dress of shorts, sheeveless shirt 
and shoes is required. Spikes of 
any kind on shoes are prohibited. 
(Tennis shoes are recommended). 
All males students regularly enroll- 
ed in the Northwestern State Col- 
lege are eligible to enter except 
Varsity Track men or lettermen 
from other colleges.

Heard in Concert 

Monique de la Bruchollerie, 
young French pianist, was heard 
in concert in the Fine Arts audi- 
torium here last Monday night. 
The concert was presented as an 
attraction of the Natchitoches- 
Northwestern concert association. 

Monique made her North Amer- 
ican debut with the Boston sym- 
phony under Ernest Ansermetjon 
December 14, 1951, and by popu- 
lar demand was back in Boston in 
six weeks for a solo recital. It 
was in New York, however, that 
the young French artist played the 
most performances — five in all. So 
great had been her triumphs in 
Boston, that' the Boston Symphony 
presented her in New York on 
February 13. She was immediately 
engaged for three performances 
with the New York Philharmonic 
Symphony under George Szell, and 
booked for a Carnegie Hall recital. 
In addition, she appeared in re- 
cital in such major cities as Phil- 
adelphia, Hartford, Ottawa, and 
Quebec, at several colleges and 
on radio. 

In 1953 she will be heard in 35 
concerts from Quebec to Texas, 
including performances with the 
Chicago Symphony, the Minneapol- 
is Symphony, and the Little Or- 
chestra Society of New York. 



Northwestern State College sen- 
iors majoring in chemistry nhysics 
or engineering are eliegible for 
Atomic Energy Commission-spon- 
sored graduate fellowships in radio- 
logical physics for the 1953-54 
school year. 

Radiological physics is a new 
and expanding field of science. It 
is concerned with health physics, 
radiation monitoring and control, 
radioisotope or the release of nu- 
clear energy. 

Up to 75 fellowships may be 
awarded, with fully-accredited gra- 
duate study to be carried out in 
three locations. One program is 
is operated by the University of 
Rochester and Brookhaven Nation- 
al Laboratory, another by the Uni- 
versity of Washington and the Han- 
ford Works of the AEC, and the 
third by Vanderbilt University and 
the Oak Ridge National Laboratory. 

In each case, nine months of 
i course work at the university is 
followed by three months of ad- 
ditional study and field training 
at the cooperating AEC installa- 
tion. The program is accredited for 
graduate-level training leading to- 
ward an advanced degree. 

Basic stipends for fellows is 
$1600 per year, with an allowance 
of $350 if married and $350 for 
each dependent child. University 
tuition and required fees will be 
paid by the Oak Ridge Institute of 



Nuclear Studies, which administers 
the program for the AEC. 

Additional information on the 
program may be obtained from 
science department heads or direct 
from the Institute at Oak Ridge, 
Tennessee.

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Northwestern Downs Centenary 72-64 In Finale Last Night 



Demon Cttgers Sidetrack GSC Leaders 
With 80-78 Win Here Tuesday Night 

With revenge in their eyes and a fiery pitchfork in their 
hands, the Demons of Northwestern State College gigged the 
Bulldogs of Louisiana Tech Tuesday night, 80-78, in the De- 
mon gymnasium. Thus the Purple and White make their 21st 
conquest against 9 defeats, and successfully bowed out before 
the home fans. 



Bill Collinsworth, whose exploits 
as a "fancy ball-handler" have re- 
cently come to the fore, pocketed 
scoring honors for the night by 
hitting for 8 field goals and 15 out 
of 16 attempted free throws. He 
constantly kept the Demons out 
in front by the slim margin that 
was so earnestly needed. 

Northwestern opened the scor- 
ing as Ken Shaw hit for a hook 
shot a few seconds after the game 
had started. Chester Coker then 
bucketed a free throw for the visit- 
ors, "but Collinsworth came back 
with two charity tosses and Yerg- 
ler popper a set shot. L. V. Norris 
pushed the score to 6-3 only to 
have Collinsworth sink two tallies 
and put the Demons further in the 
lead by seven points, 10-3. The Blue 
and Red called a time-out, and 
when play was resumed they struck 
for two quickies. From here the 
Purple and White stayed at least 
eight points ahead. With a couple 
of minutes left in the first canto, 
Tech surged behind Bates, Vines, 
Bailey and Norris to bring the in- 
tervall to only three points, 26-23. 

Action in the second quarter was 
much more closer. The Ruston boys 
tied up the ball game 30 seconds 
after the second stanze had begun. 
Crawford Cines went in for a crib 
shot on a tip-off play and Coker 
hit for a free throw. The lead 
switched back into Demon hands, 
and they held it for the rest of 
the contest. The advantage margin, 
however, never varied over 6 
points. At the intermission the 
score broad read Northwestern 48- 
La. Tech 42. 

Wild passes and sluggish shoot- 
ing characterized the first few 
minutes of the third quarter. Then 
the Natchitoches lads spurted into 
a ten point lead, 53-43, on the ef- 
forts of Shaw and Collinsworth. 
Louisiana Polytechs dwindled this 
margin to two points with but 2 
minutes and 39 seconds remaining 
in this frame. With the score set 
at 58-56, Ken Shaw split the rims 
for a two-pointer, and Wiggins 
dumped a free throw for Tech. Free 
tosses by Collinsworth and Hilde- 
brand upped the score-board to 62- 
57. Coker ended the third period 
scoring with a charity throw. 

With 2 minutes and 38 seconds 
gone in the final period, Tech had 
come to within one point of the 
Demons, 66-65. Northwestern then 
pushed to a lead of 70-65. Tech 
made it 73-72 with 3 minutes and I 
30 seconds to go in the game. With- 
in 4 minutes preceding this, Bailey 
of the Techsters, hit for six points, 
however he missed two free throws | 
in the last two minutes which 
could have placed his team in the 
lead. 

The game ended with Northwes- 
tern in possession of the ball. Final 
score was Northwestern 80 — La.

A regular meeting of the Stu- 
dent Senate was held in the Faculty 
Room of Caldwell Hall Tuesday, 
March 3 at 8 p.m. Ninteen mem- 
bers were present and two were 
absent. 

The minutes of the previous 
meeting were read by the secre- 
tary. There was one correction: that 
the sentence, "Davis announced 
that work on the 1954 freshman 
hanbook would start immediately", 
should be made to read, "Davis an- 
nounced that work on the 1953 
freshman handbook would start 
immediately." 

Davis announced that the ap- 
pointment of Chick Gabbert as 
senator to replace Marie Tilleux 
had been approved by Leland Lam- 
gridge, president of the student 
body. A motion by Ed Bacilla, se- 
conded by John Batten, called for 
the Senate's approval of the ap- 
pointment. Cecil Nielson amended 
the motion by adding the following 
words "that the appointment of 
Chick Gabbert be approved by ac- 
clamation." The motion as amend- 
ed passed. 

Jack Sharp, chairman of the De- 
monette-variety-show committee, re- 
ported that several talents and 
promises of others had been obtain- 
ed for the show. The final date for 
the program has not been set as 
yet, but that would be worked out 
soon by the committee. 

Upon Hardy Rose's inquiry con- 
cerning the Students Film agency, 
Martha Ann Leach announced that 
the program had received the full 
backing of the students and had 
been a success financially thus far. 

Leland Langridge, representing 
the Council, read and explained 
to the Senate the proposed amend- 
ments to the constitution and the 
Point System plan. The proposed 
amendments are:

Subsection a) Ten members with 
at least two semesters in residence 
(b) Three members of freshman 
standing to be selected . . . ratified 
by the 10 upperclassmen. . . . 

Section3 — at a Senate meeting 
in the 14th academic week of the 
spring semester; 

Article VH: Section 3— sub- 
section a) Omit 7; Change 3, 5, 8 
to read as follows: 

3, The outstanding debater each 
year shall receive an award. This 
person shall be selected by the 
team and coach. 

5. The outstanding athlete each 
year in each of the following: 
football, basketball, baseball, track, 
swimming, and gymnastics shall 
receive an award. This person shall 
be selected by the team and coach. 

8. An outstanding band member 
shall receive an award. This person 
shall be selected by the band mem- 
bers and director. 

A pro and con discusion of the 
point system followed. Cecil Niel- 
son moved that we reject the pro- 
posed point system as submitted 
by the Student Council. The mo- 
tion, which was seconded by Hardy 
Rose, carried. 

Hardy Rose moved that the addi- 
tion of Section 3 to Article H of 
the constitution be accepted. The 
motion, which was seconded by Joe 
Saltzman, carried. 

Ed Bacilla moved that the pro- 
posed amendment, Article m Sec- 
tion 2, subsections a and b be re- 
jected. The motion, which was se- 
conded by Mike Bellipanni, passed. 

Martha Ann moved that Section 
3 of the proposed amendment, 
Article HI, be amended to read 
"at a Senate meeting in the 16th 
academic week of the spring semes- 
ter;" instead of the original word- 
ing, "at a Senate meeting in the 
14th academic week of the spring 
semester;" The motion was second- 
ed by Ann Hungerbeeler, and was 
passed by the group.

Tommy Kehoe, Frosh Swimmer 
Has Never Lost In NSC Pool

Tommy Kehoe, versatile little swimmer from New Orleans 
who has the distrinction of having never lost a race in the 
Northwestern State College natatorium, has already broken 
four records as a member of the NSC swim team and has yet 
to finish his freshman year as one of the Demon tankmen. 

Kehoe, the younger offspring of 
of a family qf championship swim- 
mers, is causing quite a stir in the 
collegiate swimming ranks. Yet to 
be defeated in college competition, 
the blonde New Orleanian has 
twice broken the NSC college 220 
yard freestyle record and has set 
the college record for the 440 yard 
freestyle and the pool record for 
the 220 yard freestyle. 

In the SEAAU Swim meet held 
in Atlanta, Georgia last wee-end 
Kehoe again set a new cbllege re- 
cord of 2:15.9 in winning the 220 
yard Freestyle race. And in the 
100- Yard Freestyle competition he 
placed second, losing to Patterson 
of Georgia, one of the nation's fast- 
est swimmers. 

In addition, Kehoe was also on 
two record-breaking relay teams — 
the 300 yard medley and the 400 
yard freestyle. 

"He should be great before he 
graduates. There's no question a- 
bout that," John Piscopo, Kehoe's 
coach at NSC, said. "His remarkable 
drive and sincere desire to win 
copuled with the fact that he fol- 
lows training rules strictly give 
him what it takes to win," Piscopo 
added. 

He is gaining valuable exper- 
ience here as he is meeting top- 
notch collegiate competition for the 
first time. He is developing good 
race strategy, according to his 
coach. 

Kehoe, modest when talking a- 
bout his own exploits, had only 
high praise for Piscopo as a coach 
"He's a great guy," he said, "and 
puts out winning teams in both 
swimming and gymnastics, and yet 
has less to work with than any 
other coach at Northwestern. I be- 
lieve this year's tank team is his 
strongest." 

Tommy, following three sisters 
and a brother who were all SAAU 
champs in various fields, started 
his career early when, at the age 
of three, he learned to swim while 
living at Bay St. Louis, Miss.. Later 
his family moved to New Orleans 
where he started his competitive 
swimming when he was nine. 

As a member of the Audubon 
Swim Club, Kehoe won the back- 
stroke event in his first meet, a 
win that was the first in a long 
series that dotted his record in 
high school and AAU competition

until he enrolled last fall at North- 
western. 

Kehoe's crowing triumph while 
a member of the Audubon club 
was the winning of the Junior 
National 200 meeter freestyle 
championship in New Orleans when 
he was only 16. 

Supreme in high school com- 
petition, Kehoe swam for the New 
New Orleans Academy, although 
he did not compete during his 
senior year to a tonsilectomy. In 
both 1950 and 1951, he was high 
point man at the state rally in 
Baton Rouge. 

In the Northwest Rally at Nat- 
chitoches, Kehoe holds the all-time 
records in the 220 yard and 100 
yard freestyle events, and the 100 
yard backstroke. Also he was high 
point man in the 1950 and 1951 
rallies. 

"It's a fine, all-round sport," re- 
plied Kehoe when asked what he 
thought of swimming. He thinks 
it is the best body-building sport 
and considers it the hardest for 
which to condition. He added that 
he gets a great deal of personal 
satisfaction out of it. 

Kheoe's major is georgraphy, but 
he hinted that he plans to attend

The Northwestern State Demons 
ended their cage season on a sour 
note, bowing to the Centenary Gents 
65-59 in the NAIA district play- 
off in Ruston Monday night. 

Louisiana Tech earned the dis- 
trict berth, stomping Centenary 
Tuesday night by a 83-66 score.

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Two-Fold Policy 



You, the student body of Northwestern, will elect your 
1953-54 officers on April 14. Included will be the selection 
of an editor for next year's Current Sauce. Since prior to 
the election, each candidate must edit a trial edition of the 
paper, I am this week presenting my trial edition of the Sauce. 

Realizing that a single edition cannot fully reveal the 
capabilities of an editor, I am stating in this editorial what my 
policy will be should you choose me in the coming election to 
edit your Current Sauce next year. 

Briefly, my policy is two-fold: 

1. As complete a coverage of the campus news and news 
of Student interest as possible. 

2. An editorial page with editorials that are interesting, 
pertinent, factual, and of an intelligent, mature nature. 

In elaboration, I want to give you a coverage of campus 
news, whether it requires the paper to be six or eight pages — 
news that is supplemented by good pictures and feature stories. 

A good editorial page is the heart of a newspaper. I will 
strive to give you that heart — to give you each week editorials 
that are interesting, factual — editorials that give you the 
story behind the news — editorials that give you the facts of 
student government and activities. 

You will have the privilege of viewing your opinions 
with letters-to-the-editor, which form a highly important part 
of a campus newspaper. 

That, in short, will be my policy as editor of the Current 
Sauce should I be elected on April 14. 



Senior Awards 

A question may have arisen lately among the student 
body over the proposal by the student council and student 
senate to eliminate some of the awards given annually to 
seniors in various departments. 

The awards the proposal seeks to cut out are the senior 
debate, the senior band, the senior athletic awards and the 
awards given to athletes participating on championship SIAA 
and GSC teams. 

The reason given by the council for the elimination of 
the awards is lack of student body funds. Since the awards 
were first given, the number of awards has remained the 
same as has the funds available to purchase them, but the 
price of the awards has increased to a marked degree. 

Three solutions were given: (1) Eliminate the awards. 
(2) Find a way to raise more funds. (3) Find someone else to 
sponsor the awards. 

Since there is apparently no way to add to the present 
student body fund and since complete elimination of the 
awards is not the aim, members of the student senate sought 
to get the three departments — athletic, speech, and music — to 
assume the sponsorship of the awards. The department heads 
have expessed a willingness to cooperate. 

It is significant to note Northwestern is the only college 
in the state at which the students sponsor such awards. 

No effort was made to do away with the student council, 
student senate, cheerleader, and Purple Jackets awards since 
obviously they are under the student body and no particular 
department. In other words, if the student body did not give 
the awards, no one would. 

The question of the awards, should they be put before the 
students, will come up in the amendment election later in the 
semester.

Selective Service 
Deadline March 9 

National Headquarters of Selec- 
tive Service today reminded college 
students that applications for April 
23, 1953 Selective Service Quali- 
fication Test must be postmarked 
not later than midnight March 9. 

The deadline is necessary to 
allow the administrators of the 
tests, the Educational Testing Ser- 
vice at Princeton, N. J., time to 
process the applications and assign 
each aplicant to the testing center, 
of which there are 1,000, requested 
by the student — or to the closest 
possible alternative center. This 
will be the last tests given during 
the current academic year. 

Aplication blanks may be obtain- 
ed by students from the nearest 
local board. They do not have to 
return home to local board which 
has jurisdiction over them. 

To be eligible to take the Selec- 
tive Service Qualification Test, an 
applicant, on the testing date (1) 
must be a selective service regis- 
trant who intends to request de- 
ferment as a student; (2) must be 
satisfactorily pursuing a full-time 
college course — undergraduate or 
graduate — leading to a degree; (3) 
must not previously have taken the 
test. 

The present criteria for consi- 
deration for deferment as a stu- 
dent are either a score of 70 or 
better on the Selective Service Col- 
lege Qualification Test or class 
standing among the male members 
in the upper half of the freshman 
class, upper two thirds of the 
sophomore class or upper three 
fourths of the junior class Seniors 
acepted for admission to a graduate 
school satisfy the criteria if they 
are among the upper half of the 
male members of their senior class, 
or they make a score of 75 or bet- 
ter. Students already enrolled in 
graduate schools may be considered 
for deferment so long as they re- 
main in good standing. Presumably, 
these criteria will be tightened "all 
up and down the line." 

The criteria are guides for the 
local boards. The local boards are 
under no compulsion to follow 
them, but any local board classi- 
fication is subject to appeal. The 
appeal must be filed in writing 
with the local board within 10 
days of the date the local board 
mails the notice of classification. 

Many students have been con- 
fused in differentiating between 
the I-S and n-S deferments. The 
H-S deferment is considered on 
the basis of class standing or 
qualification test and is discret- 
ionary on the part of the local 
board. 

The IS deferment, on the other 
hand, is provided for by the law. 
A college student ordered to re- 
port for induction while he is 
satisfactorily pursuing a full-time 
course is entitled to this I-S de- 
ferment until he finishes his aca- 
demic year provided he has not 
had his induction postponed or 
been deferred as a student prior to 
June 19, 1951. He may be given 
but one such deferment and it is 
incumbent upon him to notify his 
local board of his status when he 
receives the order to report for 
induction.

Saint Louis Sinfonietta In Concert Here On April 15 

The Saint Louis Sinfonietta, with Paul Schreiber conducting, will be presented in con- 
cert here at Northwestern State college, on April 15 at 8:15 p.m. in the Fine Arts auditorium. 
This concert is one in a series of Community Concert presentations. 

Paul Schreiber, founder and eon 
ductor of the Saint Louis Sin- 
fonietta conceived the idea some 
years ago of creating a small con 
cert orchestra for the purpose of 
bringing symphonic music to 
audiences everywhere. The unique 
contribution of Schreiber was, how- 
ever, the conception of a chamber 
orchestra which would have not 
only the delicacy and refinement 
of the string instruments, but also 
a reasonable degree of the extend- 
ed tonal latitude, color variety 
and sonority of the symphony 
orchestra — an ensemble whose in- 
strumentation would permit equal- 
ly authoritative presentation of the 
classic symphonies of Haydn, Mo- 
zart and Schubert, the dazzling 
impressionistic compositions of 
Ravel and Debussy, or the delight- 
ful modern orchestrations of Ger- 
shwin, Morton Gould and Jerome 
Kern. In 1937 Schreibej organized 
the Saint Louis Sinfonietta, care- 
fully selecting his personnel from 
among experienced symphony 
players. 

Schreiber brings to this field 
his years of experience as a pro- 
fessional violinist, having worked 
with the conductors of the nation's 
greatest orchestras and with the 
most distinguished composers of 
our time. His performances are 
enthusiastic, and whether con- 
duction Haydn or Hindemith, his 
work is marked by a delicate 
sense of balance. 

Since its formation in 1937, the 
Sinfonietta has been bringing "a 
new experience in symphonic 
music" to audiences through the 
United States, Canada and Mexico.

A/hat pay do I get as an Aviation Cadet? And after? 

an Aviation Cadet you draw $109.20 a month pay. In 
iddition, you get summer and winter uniforms, flight clothes, 
equipment, food, housing, medical and dental-care and insurance

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Northwestern State Given Clean Bill 
After Visit By AACTE Representatives 



An inspecting group represent- 
ing one of the major accrediting as- 
sociations in the nation said Wed- 
nesday that Northwestern State 
college is "quite adaquate" to train 
prospective teachers. 

Nine men, forming a committee 
of the American Asociation of Col- 
leges for Teacher Education, gave 
a summary report to NSC's as- 
sembled faculty at an 11 o'clock 
session Wednesday. The report in- 
cluded findings of their four-day 
stay on the campus. 

The visiting group, headed by 
President D. D. McBrien of Hen- 
derson State Teachers college of 
Arkadelphia, Ark., praised NSC 
on its overall educational facilities 
and enterprise and made several 
recommendations. 

This inspection was the first 
ACTE visit to a Louisiana college. 
Other institutions in the state will 
receive similar visits in the near 
future. A much fuller report of the 
group's findings will be mailed 
to NSC from AACTE headquarters 
in New York. 

Major reconmmendations by the 
committee were: 

1. that the present three schools 
of the college be fused into one 
with a single head. 

2. that steps be taken to secure 
rank for supervising teachers. 

3. wider faculty participation in 
counselling services. 

4^ acquisition of more teachers 
with doctors degrees. 

5. that visual education be a re- 
quired part of every prospective 
teacher's training. 

6. that student teachers get 
greater number of contacts with 
youth groups of the community. 

7. that faculty members be en- 
couraged to do more writing. 

The AACTE group went on re- 
cord as saying that the NSC faculty 
understands the college's objec- 
tives and is continually evaluating 
its program. Especially praised was 
the library with its "excellent" 
staff and book holdings. 

Commended also were the fol- 
lowing: 

1. the education orientation 
course. 

2. good financial setup. 

3. academic freedom and tenure 
system. 

4. method of faculty selection. 

5. reasonable and adquate teach- 
ing load for faculty. 

6. post-doctoral study. 

7. testing and health services

Grolier Exhibit 
Here On Campus 

The Grolier Society's trailer- 
museum, known as "The Magic 
Carpet on Wheels," was on the 
Northwestern State College campus 
all day Wednesday and Thursday, 
April 8-9. As their part in the 
quincentenary celebration of the 
invention of the moveable type 
by Johann Gutenberg, the Grolier 
Society, publishers of "The Book 
of Knowledge," made this ex- 
tremely valuable exhibit available 
free of charge; local sponsors were' 
the college library and Alpha Beta 
Alpha, the library science fra- 
ternity. 

The trailer-exhibit designed to 
present a "history of the written 
word," began with several deeds 
of sale and royal decess from 
Babylon and Sumeria, in cuneiform 
writing on clay cylinders, dating 
back to 3500 B.C. There was also 
a papyrus leaf from the Egyptian 
"Book of the Dead." 

The exhibit included the first 
edition of the "King James Bible" 
as well as a rare fragment of 
Gutenberg's 36-line edition. 

Example of manuscript illumina- 
tion dating from the time this 
fine arts was practiced in the 
monasteries of of Southern Europe 
were an important part of the 
display, illustrating rich color and 
matchless workmanship that has 
preserved art techniques through 
the centuries. 

Fine bindings, old and modern, 
with exquisitely tooled leather and 
brilliant jewel and gold ornamen- 
tation were included. And the 
examples of fine presswork from 
many eras showed the history of 
the development of type faces 
and impression techniques from 
the days of Gutenberg until the 
present century.

Outstanding contributions to the 
program were made by Miss Fran- 
ces Perkins, secretary of labor, who 
will shorty join the faculty at the 
University of Illinois as a profes- 
sor in the field of Labor problems; 
Lillian Gilbreth, Consulting Engine- 
er; Ruth McCarn, dean of students 
at the University of Chicago, and 
Althea Hotel, dean of women at 
the University of Pennsylvania, 
now on leave to direct the newly 
established Commission on the 
Education of Women of the Ameri- 
can Council on Education. 

This Commission has for its pur- 
pose a study of the actual and 
potential contributions of Women 
to society. This will include re- 
search on the influences that 
education, social attitudes, and 
cultural patterns have had upon 
women in the formation of their 
personalities, the use of their 
aptitudes, and the nature of their 
contributions. Special attention 
will be given to discovering what 
men and women consider to be 
the areas in which women have 
been adequately or inadequately 
prepared for their changing and 
expanding responsibilities. It is 
anticipated that from these find- 
ings will emerge implications for 
the education of women. 

Dean Gillard attended sessions 
on Professional Growth, Personality 
Factors Related to Learning, Dis- 
cipline, Status and Salary of House 
Directors, and Group Dynamics, 
The Dean's Association held joint 
meetings with National Pan-hel- 
lenic and the American Associa- 
tion of University Women.

Held Here Thursday 
Acclaimed Success

A total of 419 persons, 239 stu- 
dents and 180 townspeople, at- 
tended Northwestern State College 
Theatre's major spring production, 
"Athens to Broadway, which was 
presented Thursday night at 8 
o'clock in the Fine Arts audi- 
torium. Dr. Edna West, professor 
of drama here, directed the pro- 
duction. 

"Athens to Broadway," an ex- 
travanganza in the field of drama, 
was a combination of dramatic of 
dramatic progression from the time 
of the Greeks up to the present 
era. Included in this production 
were scenes from three of the 
world's plays, 'Electra," "A Mid- 
summer Night's Dream," and 
"School for Scandal" along with 
"Drums of Oude," the work of a 
modern author. 

The extravaganza opened with 
"Electra" by Sophocles. Chick Gab- 
bert, a speech major from Alex- 
andria, was very outstanding in the 
portrayal of Electra in this master- 
piece of Greek tragedy. 

From "Electra" the audience was 
carried into the setting of Elizabe- 
than drama with a scene from 
Shakepseare's work, the comic in- 
terpretation of the famous "Pyr- 
amus and Thisbe". 

From Shakespeare the scene 
shifted to 18th century Englamd 
and the famous play by Sheridan, 
"School for Scandal." This- play 
is one of the most popular come- 
dies of that period. The scene 
selected for presentation depicted 
the amusing quarrel btween Sir 
Peter and his charming wife, Lady 
Eazle. 

The final event of the night was 
the presentation of "Drums of 
Oude," a modern one act play by 
Austin Strong. 

Narrator for this dramatic ex- 
travaganza, who interpreted and 
molded all four scenes together, 
was Bobby Ham, a speech major 
hailing from Alexandria. 

The supporting casts were good 
throughout the evening, and the 
stage crews also did a fine job.

In The Current Sauce Long Ago . . .

The humor situation on this cam- 
pus has not improved since 1915. 
This startling conclusion was 
reached after reading the 1915- 
1928 issues of the Current Sauce. 
"Cora" described the humor then 
just as it does now.

The Sauce was not primarily a 
humor sheet, though. It carried 
items from the various literary 



societies besides regular news 
stories. Pictures were few. Society 
news was plentiful. There was at 
least one column of personal items 
every week. 

Brick Shack came in for special 
treatment, having its own column 
"Shack News." This item appeared 
in that column in 1916. 

"Many of the Shack boys are of- 
fering tickets to the "Birth of a 
Nation" at a great reduction in 
price since they have learned that 
they cannot go with the darlings 
of their affections." Cruel world, 
wasn't it? 

Thrilling movies such as "The 
Dumb Girl of Portici" starring 
Anna Pavlova, "The Old Home- 
stead," and "Ivanhoe" were pre- 
sented on the campus and reviewed 
by the Sauce's film reporter. It 
seems that Virtue triumphed then 
even as it does today.

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20th Century Medical "Know-How" 
Above Colonial Days Says Dr. Duffy 



Whenever the Twentieth Cen- 
tury American becomes despondent 
or impatient with present-day 
medical know-how and health con- 
ditions, he should glance back to 
colonial days and see the terrible 
conditions prevailing when his 
forefathers were chopping a new 
nation out of the wilderness. 

Here is what one writer in 
Charleston, S.C. had to say of an 
outbreak of yellow fever. Writing 
ia 1699, he said: 

"It is hard to describe the ter- 
rible Tempest of Mortality in our 
Charleston . . . the Distemper raged 
and the destroying Angel slaugh- 
tered so furiously with his aveng- 
ing Sword of Pestilence . . . that 
"the dead were carried in carts, 
being heaped one upon another 
. . . Shops shut up for 5 weeks; 
nothing but carrying Medicines, 
digging graves, carting the dead; 
to the great astonishment of all 
beholders." 




DR. JOHN DUFFY 



he was graduated from Louisiana 
State Normal College (now North 



This quotation is from a book western State College) and received 



written by Dr. John Duffy, as- 
sociate professor of history at 
Northwesten State College here. 
The book, Epidemics in Colonial 
America, is the first comprehensive 
treatment of this subject since 
1799, when Noah Webster touched 
the early American maladies. Duf- 
fy has made an intensive study 
of this phase of American history 
aad has now thrown light on the 
almost unbelievable medical prac- 
tices and beliefs of the period. 

Duffy's book is scheduled to be 
published this month, with the 
date of publication set by publisher 
Lomiaiana State University Press 
as April 24. It is definitely a maj- 
or contribution to the field of 
American history because it deals 
with a long-neglected subject. 

Am public health improved with 
caastant advances by the medical 
profession, memories of the ter- 
rible scourges faded away and 
historians tended to minimize this 
aspect of colonial life or to misin- 
terpret it. 

Ih his book, Duffy describes such 
"cure-alls" as vomiting, blistering, 
purging and bleeding, and says 
that the shortage of physicians in 
the colonies was probably a bless- 
ing. It seemed that the diseases 
increased in number and intensity 
with the quantity of physicians. 
The book is filled with stories, 
which, if they were not so tragic, 
would be extremely humorous. 

"It's one of the most fascinating 
subjects a person could study," 
Duffy said. "Very little research 
has been done in the field and I 
have found a wealth of unpublish- 
ed material that offers an interest- 
ing story of one of the most im- 
portant aspects of American his- 
tory." 

Duffy has been interested in the 
field of colonial medicine and 
health conditions since his days 
of graduate study at UCLA. He 
received a grant-in-aid from the 
American Philosophical Society in 
1949 for research in the field and 
a fellowship from the Fund for 
the Advancement of Education in 
1951 to study colonial health in 
New England. He has written four 
articles on the subjects for scholar- 
ly journals. 

From a social economic view- 
point, the NSC historian lists ma- 
laria, dysentery, and respiratory 
maladies as the most destructive 
diseases plaguing the colonists. He 
says smallpox, yellow fever and 
diphtheria were terrible in their 
suddenness and devastation, but 
were not as costly as the first 
three. 

The whole period was charac- 
terized, according to Duffy, as a 
time of superstition, a day of 
hocu-pocus medicine and terrible 
suffering. Even so, he points out. 
the full effect of epidemic diseases 
on colonial development is not 
clear. The colonies grew rapidly 
despite the numerous plagues, a 
development he attributes largely 
to isolation and lack of congested 
urban areas. 

A native of Barrow-in-Furness, 
England, Duffy migrated to Canada 
when he was eleven and two years 
later came into the United States. 
An American citizen since 1939,

Absence of Bice, Lilley Felt In Demons First GSC Loss 

Northwestern State College's Demon tracksters, previous- 
ly unbeaten in GSC competition, fell prey to the Bulldogs of 
La. Tech and Southwestern Tuesday night in Lafayette to un- 
blemish their perfect slate of Gulf States victories. The absence 
of star spinter and leading point make, Jack Bice, who is 
ill with the mumps, and Waple Lilley, presently out of action 
with a pulled tendom, plagued the Demons enough to keep 
them from successfully defending their win streak.

the night with 67 points, South- 
western was second with 58, and 
NSC notched 57. In this same meet 
last year, the Southwestern crew 
proved victorious with 80 tallies, 
NSC followed with 50, and Tech 
held 49. 

Last Tuesday's meet, pitted the 
three top contenders for the GSC 
tournament crown. The meet which 
will be held in Ruston on May 9, 
should turn out to be a toss-up, 
with any one of the three teams 
coming through. Before Bice was 
stricken with his illness, the De- 
mons held the edge, but now that 
he is out for the remainder of the 
season, pretrial predictions are 
useless. 

Although the Purple and White 
team failed to show as good a 
form as possible, the defeat in 
Lafayette brought out of consola- 
tion. And that is that the Demons 
have a new spirit. "The boys were 
a little stiff," says Coach Walter 
Ledet "without the presence of 
Bice." The loss showed them that 
they are going to have to hustle 
more, and work harder, if they 
wish to capture the GSC crown. 
Bice had been good for at least 
12 points in the past meets, so 
the difference can be easily seen.

For College ROTC 
Next Thursday 

Northwestern State college's Re 
serve Officers Training Corps will 
undergo a formal inspection on 
May 7th by officers of the Louisi- 
ana Military District, says Lt. Col 
James W. Bowman, professor of 
military science and tactics at NSC. 

Heading the three-man inspect- 
ing team will be Lt. Col. Elba W. 
Bowen of Shreveport. Assisting 
him will be Lt. Col. Ralph A. Poe 
and Capt. Charles L. Seals. 

An annual event, the inspection 
is held to determine the pro- 
ficiency of the unit according to 
standards set forth by the Depart- 
ment of the Army. 

The inspecting officers are to 
arrive at 8 a.m. and will spend the 
morning hours visiting the various 
military science classes and in- 
specting the activities of the ad- 
ministration and supply. 

The Corps of Cadets will be in- 
spected on the drill field from 
1-3 p.m. Squad, platoon, and battery 
drill will be followed by a review. 
Special demonstrations will be 
done by the drill team and 90 mm 
gun crew. 

Bowman added that the public 
is invited to witness the afternoon 
program on the drill field. 

The Northwestern ROTC, begun 
in the fall of 1950, is an anti-air- 
craft artillery unit and is housed 
in a new armory building facing 
Chaplin's lake on the NSC campus.

ROTC Instructors 
To Assist At Camp 
This Summer 

Three Northwestern State Col- 
lege of Louisiana ROTC instruc- 
tors are currently scheduled to as- 
sist with training at the six-week 
ROTC antiaircraft artillery camp 
to be held at Fort Bliss, near El 
Paso, Texas this summer. The 
course will run from June 20th 
through July 31st. 

The Northwestern State College 
instructors are headed by Lieu- 
tenant Colonel James W. Bowman, 
professor of Military science and 
military tactics at the school, and 
include Captain Horton Bransford 
and Captain Douglas Carr, Jr. 

A short three-day refresher 
course will be held for both of- 
ficers and enlisted instructors 
early in June at the West Texas 
post before the cadets arrive for 
training. 

Latest reports at Fort Bliss in- 
dicate fifty-two Northwestern State 
men will attend the encampment. 
As many as 1,800 cadets are ex- 
pected to train at Fort Bliss in 
this years antiaircraft artillery 
ROTC summer camp. 

Every ROTC cadet in the senior 
division is required to attend one 
summer camp before he is com- 
missioned a second lieutenant in 
the Army Reserves. The course 
of instruction is organized to stress 
practical field-type exercises on 
light and medium antiaircraft wea- 
pons. 

In addition to the conventional 
guns, ROTC men will receive some 
instruction on the Army's newest 
AA cannon, the "Skysweeper". 
They will also work with the latest 
types of radar, and receive an 
indoctrination into guided missiles.

He received his master's degree 
in education from George Pea- 
body college for teachers, and 
later returned to Austin to re- 
ceive his doctor's degree in 1923. 

He came to Baton Rouge from 
Richmond, Va., where he had ser- 
ved 18 years as Executive Secre- 
tary of the Board of Christian 
Education of the Presbyterian 
Church. He had previously served 
as educational secretary of the 
church's foreign board in Nash- 
ville, Tenn. 

As director of institutions, Dr. 
Grant is responsible for budgeting, 
operation, and improvement of 17 
state-owned institutions, including 
tubercular, general hospitals, cor- 
rectional schools, and the State 
penal system.

We are indeed 
sorry we lost that swim meet this 
year to Florida State University, 
we're also must apoligize. I sup- 
many loses on the gridiron. I sup- 
pose we should apologize to the 
student body for losing our only 
track meet last week to La Tech 
and Southwestern. We thought we 
did our best, but I know you, the 
student body, must think so We 
know dear student body, that it 
isn't your fault we lost the swim 
meet, or the football games, or the 
track meet last week; you always 
do your part, we know this because 
you say you do.

Le Rendezvous 
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Noted Lecturer Speaks 
At General Assembly 
Here Thursday Mowing 

"What After Stalin" was the 
subject of Dr. Edward Taborsky's 
lecture before a general assembly 
in the Fine Arts Auditorium on 
the campus of Northwestern State 
College on the morning of May 7. 

Dr. Taborsky, born in Czechos- 
lovakia and educated at Charles 
University in Prague, is a noted 
lecturer, having held some 80 
public lectures since his arrival 
in the United States in 1949. 

In his lecture Taborsky analysed 
the situation behind the Iron Cur- 
tain, in Russia and the Soviet 
Satllite countries as it appears 
after Stalin's death and attempted 
to arrive at some conclusions as 
to what might be the probable 
trends of further development and 
what the people of the free world 
might do about it. 

Taborsky was secretary to the 
Czechoslovak Minister of Foreign 
Affairs at the time of the fateful 
Munich settlement in 1938. The 
following year he escaped to Eng- 
land when the Nazis maTched into 
Prague. 

As secretary to Czechoslovakian 
president, Edward Benes, Taborsky 
made official visits with Benes to 
see President Roosevelt in 1943 
and Stalin in Moscow in 1943 and 
1945. Later he served as Envoy 
Extraordinary and Minister Pleni- 
potentiary of Czechoslovakia to 
Sweden.

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A Crazy Debater

People are funny, but debaters 
are crazy. No truer statement has 
ever been made, and I know, be- 
cause I'm a full-fledged member of 
selected group of society — the de- 
baters.

Well, that first year I wasn't 
crazy, I was awed. I just could not 
get over having to be for one thing 
one time and completely opposite 
the next round. It just didn't look 
right to me. I survived the tourna- 
ments and I kept my senses (I 
don't know how), and as the sea- 
son closed, I thought, "well I'm a 
debater." 

I was, too. Slowly, unconsciously, 
I had become crazy. I did not rea- 
lize it until mid-way of the sum- 
mer season, when my mind started 
yearning for a tournament, and I 
held my breath until the national 
debate question was selected. 

Fall came and debate started all 
over for me, but this time it wasn't 
a requirement, it was my life. 
I lived, ate, talked, and dreamed 
nothing but debate. The question 
this year was fair employment 
practices, and my Southern col- 
leaque, Anne Torrans, and I re- 
fought the Civil War in every de- 
bate. 

To prove how crazy .we were, 
the judges were, and the other de- 
baters were, we placed in every 
tournament, and then came the 
prize of the year, a week in Yankee 
Land. The National Pi Kappa Delta 
Debate Tournament was only to be 
held in Kalamazoo, Michigan. 
Three girls, Anne Torrans, Chick 
Gabbert and I, had been selected 
to represent Northwestern at the 
convention, and on April 8, we 
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In Yankeeland 



departed for the Northern state 
with our chaperon. Dr. Yvonne 
Philips. 

To further prove how utterly 
crazy I have become, I had dis- 
covered, after many uncomfortable 
trips that I was a victim of car 
sickness. I left Shreveport with 
fifteen little pink pills. And that 
was crazy, I should have had fifty 
My two crazy companions, my 
chaperone, and I drove to Kalma- 
zoo. Two days it took us to reach 
that city; two days packed with 
experiences we will never forget. 
We covered states we had only 
read about, we saw the Kentucky 
Dam, we surveyed the beautiful 
country of Indiana, and at 6:00 
p.m., April 10, we parked at the 
Burdick Hotel where we were to 
stay the first five days. 

The first morning, a blue Mon- 
day, bright and early, the squad 
went to the college for registra- 
tion. People, crazy people, with 
brief cases and card files, were 
everywhere. We looked for some 
we knew, but it was only after 
several hours that we met friends. 
fWe met Louisiana Tech's squad 
the night before). 

That first morning in the Ladies 
Lounge my colleague and I met 
some Yankee friends. It is need- 
less to say what our mutual topic 
of conversation developed into. 
There are no truer southerners in 
the suoth than my collegue and 
I, and there must not have been 
any more loyal Yankees than the 



two girls we encountered. A nice 
conversation developed, an even 
nicer argument ensued. I got my 
pride hurt and left, slamming the 
door a little bit harder than neces- 
sary, I'm afraid. But my Con- 
federate friend only deserted the 
post after the chaperon, our 
friends and I pulled her through 
the door. 

We were the only people, crazy 
ones that is, at the hotel, and I'm 
sure the manager is still thanking 
his lucky stars. We exaggerated 
our typical Southern drawls, we 
drooled and tripped along daintily.

Our trip home was wonderful; 
we detoured via Chicago to see 
Helen Hayes in "Mrs. McThing," 
which was our first time to see a 
stage performance. We spent a 
wonderful day in Chicago, and be- 
tween my eating pills and gaping 
at the northern sights, I had an 
unforgetable time, but I was very 
thankful to get back to Louisiana. 
I'm appreciative of the opportunity 
to go to such a tournament to win 
and to get a better understanding 
of the people above the Mason Line 
—but then, I'm CRAZY.

Students Are Reminded 
To Submit Applications 
For Deferment Test 

Major General Lewis B. Hershey, 
director of selective service, to- 
day reminded college students that 
applications for the May 21 Selec- 
tive Service College Qualification 
Test must be submitted to the 
Educational Testing S e r i v c e , 
Princeton, New Jersey, not later 
than midnight May 11. 

The May 21 test is primarily for 
students prevented by illness or 
other emergencies from taking 
the test April 23, but General 
Hershey emphasized that this did 
not bar any qualified student from 
taking the test if his application 
is mailed before the deadline. He 
also stressed that students who 
have a certificate of admission for 
the April 23 test which they failed 
to use on the assigned date must 
submit new applications if they 
wish to take the May 21 test. The 
old certificates, he pointed out, will 
not admit a student to the May 21 
test. 

General Hershey said the May 21 
test will be the last test this school 
year. 

The student may obtain a new 
application from any Selective 
Service local board. The applica- 
tion blanks should be submitted 
as soon as possible to the Educa- 
tion Testing Service, Princeton, 
New Jersesy, Administrators of 
the Test, who, in turn, mail the 
admission certificate direct to the 
student. 

To be eligible to take the Selec- 
tive Service College Qualification 
Test an applicant on the testing 
date (1) must be a Selective Serv- 
ice registrant who intends to re- 
quest deferment as a student; (2) 
must be satisfactorily pursuing a 
fulWime college course, under- 
graduate or graduate, leading to a 
degree; (3) must not previously 
have taken the test. 

The criteria for consideration for 
deferment as a student at the pre- 
sent time are either a score of 70 
or better on the Selective Service 
College Qualification Test or class 
standing among the male members 
in the upper half of the freshman 
class, upper two-thirds of the 
sophomore class, or upper three- 
fourths of the junior class. Seniors 
accepted for admission to a gradu- 



ate school satisfy the criteria if 
they are among the upper half of 
the male members of their senior 
class or if they maKe a score of 
75 or better. 

These criteria are guides for the 
local boards. The local boards are 
not under compulsion to follow 



them, but any local board classifi- 
cation is subject to appeal. The 
appeal must be filed in writing 
with the local board within ten 
day of the date the local board 
mails the notice of I-A classifi- 
cation.

What are the opportunities for 
a college woman in the military 
service? 

This and many other answers 
will be supplied by Marine Lieu- 
tenant Billie R. LOWE who will 
be here at Northwestern on May , 
21, to talk to college women grad- 
uates and under-gradutes about the 
opportunity to become a commis- 
sioned officer in the Marine Corps 
Reserve. 

Lieutenant Billie Lowe will be 
on the campus most of her stay, 
but she will also be available 
throueh the local Marine Recruit- 
ing Office to talk to other college 
graduates. 

Lieutenant Lowe is a native of 
Haynesville, Louisiana and a grad- 
uate of Louisiana Polytechnic In- 
stitute, Ruston, Louisiana. She en- 
tered the Marine Corps in June 
and received her commission in 
September. Before assignments to 
Dallas, Texas, Lt. Lowe was at 
Headquarters Battalion, Headquar- 
ters Marine Corps, Washington, D. 
C. where she was installed as a 
company officer. 

Women sophomores, juniors and 
seniors, as well as college grad- 
uates are eligible to apply for 
the Women Officer Training Class 
to be held June 22 at the Marine 
Schools, Quantico, Virginia. Ap- 
plicants must be at least 18 years 
of age at the time of enrollment and 
less than 27 on July 1 of the year 
in which they expect to be com- 
missioned. 

Undergraduates accepted for the 
class will attend two summer train- 
ing periods of six weeks each. 
After successfully completing the 
two courses, and upon graduation 
from college, the women candidates 
will be commissioned. Women who 
are already college seniors or 
graduates may complete both 
courses in one summer and be 
commissioned immediately. 

Women Marine Officers are as- 
signed many job classifications to- 
day, which include such fields as 
machine accounting, aerology, com- 
munications, intelligence work, 
work service, finance, special serv- 
ice supply, company work, and 
public information. A limited num- 
ber are now assigned to duty with 
Marine Corps Fleet Marine Force 
units in Europe and Hawaii.

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Dean Starbird, Convocation Speaker, 
Writes Impressions Of Visit Here 



(Editor's note: The following 
column was taken from the St. 
Louis Post-Dispatch and w : as writ- 
ten by Mrs. Adele Starbird. who 
was the speaker for the Associated 
Women's Convocation which was 
held recently. The article, entitled 
"A Trip to Old Louisiana", was 
found in a Column called "The 
Dean Speaks Up.) 

No matter what the calender 
says, I have just returned from 
an excursion into midsummer: I 
had 24 hours of June in Natchi- 
toches Louisiana, pronounced 
Natatosh, Loozyana. It is the oldest 
town in the Louisiana Purchase, 
older than New Orleans, and I had 
the luck to be there the week they 
were celebrating the sesquicen- 
tennial of the Purchase. 

It was all there, every item listed 
in the romatic dictionary: moon- 
light and roses, magnolias and 
white verandahs, honeysuckle, and 
iron lace. All day and all night one 
breathed perfume. The privet 
hedges were in full flower; so 
were the Madonna lilies and the 
jasmine; the magnolias and olean- 
ders were just beginning to bloom. 
Poppies and salvia and blue iris 
brightened the borders. 

I saw an oak that is a member 
of the Louisiana Oak Society. A 
tree must be over 100 years old to 
qualify for membership. 

I saw houses that had been 
built before our Revolution — built 
■of river mud mixed with deer 
hair. They are still used, still love- 
ly. The Prudhomme house has a 
unique feature. Every bedroom has 
an outside entrance, so that mem- 
bers of the family who came up 
from the Prudhomme plantation 
down the river could go and come 
in the town house with complete 
privacy. One step beyond the latch- 
key! 

Under pressure the French- 
speaking people of Louisiana will 
admit that theirs is the purest 
French outside of Tours. It is 
even admitted in Tours. At the 
State College in Natchitoches, 
where I spoke at the honors con- 
vocation, I met students whose 
ancestors had come from France 
in the eighteenth century; French 
was still the language of their 
home. 

The campus, with its 700 acres, 
its modern buildings and its many 
quadrangles, is very attractive. 
Louisiana has become a rich state, 
and is pouring out money for 
higher education. 

I stayed in the guest suite of 
Dean Kathleen I. Gillard's private 
apartment in one of the six wom- 
en's dormitories. I'll never forget 
her books, her charm, or her won- 
derful black coffee. Her friend, 
Mrs. John S. Kyser, who is of 
French descent and knows every 
brick personally, drove me around 
the old town and along the river 
to Grand Ecore, where the Ameri- 
cans built their first fort. They still 
gossip about the flirtations of a 
young lieutenant stationed there, 
Ulysses S. Grant. 

A few miles down the river 
stands the only example of African 
architecture on the North Ameri- 
can continent. It was built in 1750 
by Marie-Therese. an ex-clave who 



had been born in the Congo. She 
chose to copy, not the French and 
Spanish architecture of Natchi- 
toches, but her native style, with 
eaves extending so far that wagons 
and horses could be sheltered un- 
der them. How she became a rich 
woman and bought and freed her 
own grandson will have to be told 
another time.

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Demon Tracksters Capture Gulf States Conference Crown 



Coach Walter Ledet's 1953 
Demons tracksters brought 
home the laurels of a Gulf 
State Conference Track crown 
when they captured first place 
in the annual track and field 
meet held this year on the La. 
Tech campus. It was the first 
time that a Demon team has 
won a GSC title. 

The Purple and White thin-clad 
man notched the victory in the 
last two events of the meet, thus 
besting La. Tech and Southwestern 
in the heated competition. 

All three teams were running 
neck and neck going into the last 
two events of the meet, with but 
the two mile run and the mile re- 
lay remaining. Dennis Rider of 
NSC captured a first place in the 
two mile run, with team-mates 
Sammy Wilson and Billy Steele 
coming in second and fourth. This 
and a 10 points victory in the mile 
relay gave Northwestern the meet. 

The Demons finished well out 
in front of second place Tech. 
Northwestern tallied 87%; Tech 
77; Southwestern 73; Southeastern 
41; La. College 19%; and McNeese 
2. 

Four GSC records were set, and 
one was tied. Bruce Lenoir of Tech 
ran a :09.9 100 yard dash in the 
preliminaries during the afternoon 
matching the mark set by Grund- 
meyer of Loyala in 1949. Lenior 
won the finals in 10 flat. 

NSC set a record in the mile re- 
lay with a 3:24.4 besting their 1952 
mark of 3:26.2. The team was com- 
posed of M. B. Childress, Waple 
Lilley, Murrell Walker, and Murray 
"Doak" Walker. 

Doak Walker broke his year old 
mark of :50.8 in the 440 yard 
run with a :49.4 in the preliminary. 

The other record came when 
Tech's 440 yard and 880 yard relay 
team, both composed of the same 
four football backs, set new re- 
cords. Lenoir, Billy Bond, John Mc- 
Michael, and Russell Rainbolt ran 
the 440 in :42.5 and the 880 in 
1:82.2. 

The old marks were set by 
Loyola in 1951 with time of 42.6 
and 1:29.2.

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Demon Cinder Men Cap Successful 
Season by Winning GSC Crown 



After capturing the Gulf States 
conference championship last 
Saturday in Ruston, the trackmen 
of Northwestern State college ring 
down the curtain on what Coach 
Walter Ledet terms the "best sea- 
son ever" for the Demon cinder- 
men. 

Only once during the season 
were the Demons bested by con- 
ference competition and that just 
before the GSC meet when the 
Demons were hampered by in- 
juries and illness. Northwestern 
finished behind Tech and South- 
western in a triangular meet in 
Lafayette. 

Other than taking the GSC meet, 
Northwestern's tracksters won five 
regular conference meets, captured 
the NSC Relays, and finished fifth 
in the Southwestern relays behind 
four universities, but ahead of all 
the GSC teams. 

Ledet added that his boys were 
at their best at the GSC meet 
last Saturday. Many of them re 
corded times and distances they 
had never before reached. The re- 
cord breaking mile relay team of 
brothers Murray and Murrell Wal 
ker and Waple Lilley and M. B 
Childress ran their best with a 
3:24.4. 

Also showing their best in the 
GSC meet were Mixon Bankston. 
who won the shot put event; Lacy 
Lofton, who tied with teammate 
Clyde Chesson for first in the 
pole vault; Murray Walker, who 
won the 440 dash and set a new 
conference record of 49 4; and Le- 
roy Gillen, who won the 880 run 
and beat Davis of Tech who had 
previously never been defeated 
in the conference. 

Another outstanding accomplish- 
ment of the Demons was their 
winning of all the relay events in 
the NSC relays midway the season. 
In winning the relays, the NSC 
trackment set new records in the 
mile and 880 and tied the record 
in the 440. 

Sprinter Jack Bice of Calvin 
was the Demons leading point 
maker for the year. Although 
missing the triangular meet at 
Southwestern and the GSC meet, 
Bice rolled up a total of 79% 
points during the season. Bice com- 
peted in the broad jump, 100 
yard dash, and relay events. 

Second highest point maker was 
M. B. Childress, a freshman from 
Pelican. Childress, running the 
high and low hurdles and occasion- 
ally in a relay, tallied 73% points. 

Team captain Murray "Doak" 
Walker of Dry Prong was third 
with 63% points. Fourth was high 
jumper Ted Duggan of Florien 
with 44.

42%, Dennis Ryder 39, Billy Steele 
35%, Waple Lilley 31, Mixon 
Bankston 28, James Modisette 25%, 
Sammy Wilson and Bill Collins-

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Labor Bulletin Lists Openings 
In Teaching And Other Fields 



(Editor's note: The following in- 
formation, listing prospects in the 
various fields of work open to 
college graduates, was issued by 
the Department of Labor. Dis- 
cussed in this issue are Teaching, 
Federal Civil Service, Health, Busi- 
ness, Law, and Social Work.) 

TEACHING 

The demand for elementary 
school teachers is greater for 1953- 
54 than for 1952-53. Over a mil- 
lion additional children will enter 
the elementary schools and add to 
the already swollen enrollment. 
The supply of new teachers to meet 
this great demand is slighly lower 
than it was in 1952-53. Around 
35,000 college students will meet 
the requirements for grade-school 
teaching in June, and many times 
that number are needed for new 
positions and the replacement of 
experienced teachers leaving the 
profession. 

At the high school level the 
supply of newly trained teachers 
has dropped significantly each year 
since 1950. This year many vacan- 
cies exist in such subject fields 
as: home economics, girls' health 
and physical education, agriculture, 
industrial arts, and certain physic- 
al sciences. The demand for high 
school teachers is expected to rise 
slowly over the next years and will 
reach extremely high levels near 
the end of the decade. 

Salaries for teachers continue to 
increase. Average salaries for all 
classroom teachers for 1952-53 
were about $3,400 with 13 per- 
cent averaging $4,500 or more. 
Average salaries of more than 
$4,000 were received by teachers 
in New York, California and Del- 
ware; lowest average salaries were 
in some Southern States and states 
with a high percentage of rural 
schools.

FEDERAL CIVIL SERVICE 

The U. S. Civil Service commis- 
sion reports that the pressing needs 
of Federal Agencies are in scien- 
tific and technical positions such 
as engineer (various branches), 
physicist, metallurgist, cartograp- 
her and cartographic draftsman, 
chemist, mathematician, meteorolo- 
gist, geologist, and oceangrapher as 
well as in medical, dietetic, and 
library specialties. There are some 
opportunities for summer employ- 
ment in the physical sciences for 
student aids and trainees. 

Information about examinations 
currently open may be obtained 
from college placement officers, 
from Civil Service Commission of- 
fices, and from first and second- 
class post offices. 

****$** 
HEALTH PROFESSIONS 

Shortages of physicians and den- 
tists existed even before the pre- 
sent mobilization program was be- 
gun. Expansion of the Armed 
Forces intensified the need for 
personnel in these professions. De- 
mand is also growing for other 
health service personnel — physical 
therapists, pharmacists, dietiti- 
cians, public health nutritionists, 
medical laboratory technicians, 
medical and psychiatric workers, 
and veterinarians. Over the long 
run the growth of the population, 
the increasing proportion of the 
older people, and the increasing 
demand for health services by the 
population will sustain the demand 
for the health-service personnel. 

******$ 

NURSING 

There is a critical demand for 
nurses brought on more by grow- 
ing civilian needs than by the 
fighting in Korea. Hospital con- 
struction is expected to add about 
200.000 beds by 1954, calling for 
20.000 nursing recruits in institu- 
tional nursing alone. Thousands 
more are needed for public health 
services, civil defense, industrial 
nursing, and as instructors in nurs- 
ing schools. 

Average monthly earning of pro- 
fessional registered nurses in 1949 
were from $205 to $256. Average 
annual salaries of industrial nurses 
in 1952 ranged from $2,700 to 



$3,588 in various cities.

BUSINESS AND LAW 

Industry is actively recruiting 
college graduates trained in busi- 
ness administration. Those speciali- 
zed in management and in such 
business techniques as accounting, 
advertising, copywriting, market 
research, sales, statistics, insurance 
underwriting, and personnel man- 
agement are particularly sought. 
Those who combine leadership 
qualities with technical skill will 
have best opportunity for selection 
by large firms recruiting for po- 
tential executives. The demand for 
lawyers is greatest for those who 
have specialized, for example, in 
tax, patent, administrative, ad- 
miralty, or international law. Op- 
portunities for women in this field 

have improved in recent years. 

******* 

BANKING 

Men graduates are in demand for 
trainee-positions in banks leading 
to positions as department heads 
and branch managers. The con- 
tinued expansion of the banking 
industry is creating these oppor- 
tunities. However, employers are 
still highly selective, particularly 
for positions in the largest banks. 
Opportunities for women have 
improved since the beginning of 
World War II; about 45 percent 
of all teller positions and 7 per- 
cent of all officer posts are held 



by women. 

******* 

ACCOUNTANTS 

The demand for accountants is 
expected to remain high during 
the defense mobilization period and 
for at least a year or two there- 
after. College graduates with 
courses in business administration 
as well as in accounting are pre- 
ferred to those trained only in 
accounting. Opportunities for be- 
ginning jobs in private business 
establishments are more numerous 
than in public accounting firms. 
The demand for certified public ac- 
countants is strong at present and 
continued gains in employment are 
expected over the long run. 

Public accounting firms pay 
lower beginning salaries than do 
private business establishments, 
but afford experience which is 
often a prerequisite for the CPA 
license and for advanced positions 
in other accounting fields. 

An expanding field and one 
which offers a variety of specializa- 
tion is that of social work. There 
is a great need for trained per- 
sonnel to handle case work, group 
activities, and work connected with 
community organization for social 
welfare. The field also includes 
administrative work, teaching, and 
research in social welfare. The 
shortage of trained qualified work- 
ers is expected to continue at least 
for several years among welfare 
agencies, hospitals, and State and 
Federal welfare establishments. 

Median annual salaries in 1950 
ranged from $2,960 for case or 
group work to $3,710 for teaching 
and research. 



Ohio U. Professor 
To Be Consultant 
At Summer Confab 

Dr. Robert L. Morton of Ohio 
University, "Mr. Arithmetic" of 
the education world, has been se- 
cured as consultant for Northwes- 
tern State College's summer con- 
ference for in-service teachers, 
NSC Education Dean John B. Rob- 
son announced today. 

The well-known professor of 
education, writer and lecturer has 
spent a lifetime studying and writ- 
ing about the teaching of arithme- 
tic. Most teachers in the field have 
used his books for years. 

The conference is scheduled to 
begin June 9 and last through 
June 11. Reservations are already 
coming in from all parts of the 
state, Dean Robson said. 

Slanted especially to elementary 
teachers, the conference is open, 



however, to all teachers and school 
administrators of Louisiana. Ses- 
sions will be held in the newly- 
renovated Warren Easton audi- 
torium and will be held daily from 
8:30 to 10 a.m. and from 10:30 
a.m. to noon. 

Some of the topics to be dis- 
cussed at the conference are pro- 
blem solving, drill review, fund- 
amental processes, decimals, per- 
centage, measurment, testing, use 
and abuse of textbooks, use and 
abuse of workbooks, and grade 
placement of arithmetic concepts. 

For those who find it impractic- 
able to commute to the conference, 
one of the women's dormitories 
has been set aside for housing pur- 
poses. Rooms, including linen, can 
be provided for a dollar a day. 
Board can be obtained in the col- 
lege dining hall for about $1.50 
a day.
